Telephone Switch-Board. 

New York Tribune. 

In many eities the pian of connecting all the 
telephones in use With a central office, and 
there arranging the wires so as to enable two 
subscribers in any part of the city to bold con- 
versation, iscommon and popular. Where the 
number of persons using the telephone is 
large, however, a good deal of time and labor is 
spent in making the necessary connections. 
To obviate this drawback, Messrs. Connolly & 
Tighe, of Pittsburg, have invented what they 
eail an ‘“‘ Automatic Telephone Exchange,” 
for use inthe central office, bv means of which 
each subscriber can make his own connec- 
tion. The device is thus briefly outlined 
in the Pittsburg Chronicie: Imagine all 
the wires or terminals coming nearly to 
gether in a circle, but, instead of a mere wire, 
the terminal is an upright bit of brass. Inside 
the quasi cylinder thus formed is a central 

t. upon whichis a horizovtally revolving 
nder for each line. This finger is caused 
to revolve by electricity inasimple mapoer, 
and it exactly follows the movements of a 
band on thé dial which is in each subscriber’s 
office, and which has the various oumbers 
upon its face. Accordingly as a subscriber 
rotates his dial-hand, the finger he controls at 
the central office moves too. When he stops on 
any number the finger stops at the upright 
terminal of the line represented by that num- 
ber. Elecric devices are so situated that con- 
nection’ is made with that line. To operate 
these devices, each line has a ground“ at the 
central, and the machine is 80 constructed 
that, by “reversing” the current, ‘he 
central, grounds are cut out, and at once the 
other subseriber's bell is rung. At the same 
time the upright terminal is moved at and 
bo other subscriber’s finger can reach it. re- 
fore the two who are now talking can not be in- 
terrupted by avy one, nor can they be sur- 
reptitiously listened to by others. At the same 
time all the other subscribers can de talking 
two by two.

Last evening, after retiring, that sub- 
ject came uo, was talked over, and they slept. 
At about 3 this morning the girl, who had the 
pistol by her side, awoke, moved it, and fell again 
asleep. She says she dreamed of burglars, and 
supposes that in her dream she fired the weapon 
at an object moving through the room. She awoke 
in a fright at the report, with the pistol tightly 


awaken her mother, found her speeehless. The 
injured woman, who was shot through the 
temple, itved until past 7 o’clock, but, strange 
to say, no person was notified until that hour, 
when a neighbor was summoned and a doctor 
sent for.

New Haven, Conn., Dec. 30.—In the Hayden 
trial the defense closed its testimony this fore- 
noon. An hour or more was devoted to a par- 
tial solution of the mystery of the blood-stained 
knife found near the scene of the murder forty 
days afterward. A detective for the defense 
testified that after along search among stores 
in towns near the Village of Rockland, he bad 
found, at a country store, six miles from there, 
a package of similar knives, from which two had 
been sold. The storekeeper, being called, testi- 
fied to ‘selling one knife to a resident of his 
town, but had no recollection about the 
other. The object of this was to 
show that this bloody knife cme 
from a store near Rockland; that it was proba- 
biy sold to some one of the many residents of 
Rockland whot@ealt there; and that, inferential- 
ly, it might have been the knife with which the 
girl’s throat was cut. It being in the hands of a 
resident of Rockland whose ftutimacy with the 
girl may have been a motive for the murder, it 
would have been valuabie if the defense could 
have shown who the purchaser was; but, even 
lacking this, the eviderce is worth something 
coupled with Hayden’s assertion, supported by 
his wife, that his own knife was in 
use in his house on the after- 
noon of the murder for ordinary domestic 
purposes. Mark Collins, apeddler, who was in 
Rockland on the day ot the tragedy, differed 
from all other witnesses thus far, except Hay- 
den. by stating that when the affrighted vil- 
lagers rusbed to the scene of the murder the 
girl’s clothing was up around. her waist, indi- 
cating outrage, and that one arm was extended. 
The general testimony was, that her hands were 
foided across her breast, as though so arranged 
by her murderer, and only one limb exposed as 
far up as the knee. The State introduced some 
important evidence in rebuttal this afternvon.

THE DETROIT rogcco CASE.

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 30.—The great Roths- 
child conspiracy case, which has been the chief 
topic of local interest for some weeks past, and 
the trial of which has occupied the United 
States District Court for nineteen days, was 
concluded to-day with a disagreement of the 
jury. The defendandts, Sigmund and Feist 
Rothschild, are tobacco dealers who have long 
occupied prominence in business and social eir- 
cles, and whose integrity has never been before 
questioned. Sigmund Rothschild is also en- 
gaged in heavy lumbering operations in North- 
ern Michigan, which amount to $200,000 a year. 
Last summer Government officials § dis- 
covered that Simon M. Simpson, tobacco 
dealer, was engaged in defrauding the 
Government by fraudulently running Havana 
tobacco through the bonded warehouse with- 
out payment of duty. The Havana tobacco ar- 
rived here in bond, and was then surreptitiously 
repacked in bales purporting to contain do- 
mestic tobacco, and thus removed duty - free. 
Simpson had an office in the same building, and, 
by obtaining permission to temporarily place 
domestic tobacco in the bonded warehouse, was 
enabled, by the aid of confederates, to make 
the change at night, aud it is estimated that the 
Government was defrauded out of about 
$27,000 before the clever trick was de- 
tected. Simpson succeeded in flying to 
Canada, but finally came back and turned

FREIGHT MOVEMENT. 
The efforts of the General Freight Agents of 
the roads leading east from this city to even up 
the east-bound freight business according to 
the pool percentages have been attended with 
better success lately than during the previous 
month or more. The latest statement is dated 
Dec. 24, and on that day the roads stood at fol- 
lows: Michigan Central, 319 tons short; Lake 
Shore, 9,601 tons short; Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
& Chicago, 7,156 tons over; Pan Handle, 296 
tons over; and Baltimore & Ohio, 2,468 tons 
over. It will be observed that the Michigan 
‘Central and Pan Handle are virtually even, and 
- the Baltimore & Ohio is only a small amount 
abead, which can be reduced in a 
week or two, if desired. But the Lake Shore 
remains about as much short as before. and the 
Fort Wayne as much abead, although the latter 
continues to turn over freight to the former. 
The Fort Wayne people are bitterly complain- 
ing because they are compelled to turn over 
east-bound freight to the Lake Shore when they 
have from 400 to 500 empty cars standing on 
their side-tracks, and tbe trunk-line mavagers 
will, no doubt, bave to be called upon before 
joug to settle this matter, and find a way by 
which these roads will be better enabled to keep 
within the limit of their allotted percentages 
without being continually compelled to turn 
over freight from onetoanother. The Michigan 
Central deserves a special word of praise for 
«baving succeeded in reducing ite shortage from 
over 5,000 tons to 819 tons within two weeks, 
without any be)pfrom other lines. The managers 
of this road say that by the end of this week 
they mean to have their shortage entirely wiped 
out, and, instead, have a surplus to their credit. 
The freight movement continues very light, 
_and the railroad managers are getting discour- 
~ aged; and it would not be at all strange if with- 
in a week or two a reduction in freight-rates 
should de decided upon in order to stimulate 
shipments. Shipments are usually light during 
Christmas and New-Year’s weeks, but this year 
they have been much lighter than usual. The 
great trouble seems to be that the prices of grain 
at the Western markets have been advancivg 
faster than at the seaboard or abroad, 
checks the movement. 
is pot as much grain 
Jett in the country as formerly, a large provor- 
tion of it having been disposed of during 
the boom. A reduction in rail rates alone 
will pot succeed in getting business forward, 
a reduction in the prices of grain must be sim- 
ultaneoustiy made. There has already been 
such a reduction in ocean rates that it costs less 
to export now than it did during the fail Wen 
na tion was open. The rail shipments now 
ere lighter than they were when nevigation was 
open, while last winter the shipreents during 
the winter were much heavier. But during 
then the rates were nominally low, while now 
they are higb. It does not seem at all probable 
that the railroads will dog heavy or even a fair 
business if the present rates are maimamed. 


IMPORTANT LEGAL CASE. 
Seca Dispatch to The Trioune. 

Syracusz, N. T., Dec. 30.—An important 
case in equity jurisprudence was argued to-day 
before Judge Wallace, in the United States 
District Court in this city, which appears to have 
no precedent in the law books. The contention 
grew out of a controversy between the Canada 
Southern Railway Company and the Grand 
Truok Railway Company over the Intervational 
Bridge across the Niagara River at Buffalo. The 
Canada Southern applys to the District Court 
fora reduction of tolls, which the petitioners 
aver are exborbitant and uufair. The case 
involves a large amount, and has engaged 
the attention of distinguished counsel on both 
sides. The dispute between the two varties 
is ofseveral years’ duration. The difference 
between the amount claimed and the amount 
which the Canada Southern Kailway considers it 
reasonable to pay is between $50,000 aid $80,000. 
Every year the Company pays the Bridge Com- 
pany between $125,000 and $145,000, and the 
business is rapidly growing. The International 
Bridge was constructed a number of years ago 
under authority granted to two separate cor- 
porations, one Canadian, the other American, 
the charters being given by the Dominion De- 
partment and the Legislature of the State 
of New Tork respectively. In 1869 
the two corporations were merged into one, and 
assumed control of the bridge. Neither the 
Canadiay Parliament nor the New York Legis- 


——) tional, and that the District Court, or any other 


lature took the precaution to stipulate the rates 
of tolls to be collected for the use of the bridge, 
although it was explicitly set forth that all rail- 
roads desiring to run its cars over it should 
have equal richts with each other. The New 
York Legislature further empowered the Di- 
rectors of the American corporation to fix the 


amount of tolls. It is now claimed, on 
the part of the Canada Southern Rail- 
way, that e dollar. except 8200 of 


the stock of the International, its franchises, 
and rights, have been absorbed by the Grand 
Trunk Railway, the right to take this purchase 
having been granted by the Canadian Parlia- 
ment without the cop currence or consent of the 
New York Legislature. The consideration was 
£20,000. ‘The officers of the Bridge Com- 
pany are the officers of the Grand Trunk Rail- 
Way, and the two shares. of $100 cach, 
not owned by the Railroad Company, | 
are held in trust for it. The rate of 
tolls being collected is as follows: For 
loaded ireight-cars, $1; for empty freight-cars, 
50 cents; for passengers, 10 cents. This, the 
Cavada Southern Railway claims, is an exor- 
bitant rate, vielding the Grand Trunk, at the 
lowest estimate, a revenue of $50,000 more 
than the aunnal rental of the bridge.

i WATCHMEN IN SLEEPING-CARS. 

The Providence Journal has the following iu 
regard to the need of watchmen in sieeping- 
cars: 

Two men were robbed of their money and their 
watches, in the sleeping-car, one night last week, 
between New York and Providence. These rob- 
beries are becoming so frequent as to seriously af- 
fect the security of traveling at nicht. People can- 
not travel without money or watches, and if these 
are not reasonably secore against theft, night 
travel will begpme restricted. It seems to us that, 
with such frequent inetances before them, the car 
companies ought to maintain a watch in every car. 
Each car bas an attendant, —a porter, —whose duty 
appears to be to go to sleep as early as the passen- 

ers, and twice as soundly. Why snould not he 
— awake as well as the firemen and engineers? 
The car company, by furnishing lodging for pay, 
assumes something of the obligation of a tav- 
ern-keeper, and should be held, if not to a 
guarantee of the security of the travelers, at 
least to the maintenance of a watch over their 
sleeping hours. We apprehend that, with the un- 
friendly disposition of juries toward corporations 
which sometimes is carried to an extravagant preju- 
dice hardly consistent with the juet security of the 
vested rights of property, it would go hard with 
one of these corporations, in a suit for damages, 
when it was shown that no watch was maintained, 
and the unconscious passengers were left unguard- 
ed to the depredations of thieves. And in view of 
the frequency of the complaint, we should haglly 
ve unwilling. even at the cost of some individual 
injustice, to see an exampie made that would 
awake the parlor-car companies to a sense of their 
‘obligations and responsibilities. In this connec- 
tion, as illustrating the negligence which seems 
latteriy to characterize the management of these 
cars. we may meition that on Sunday morning the 
boiler which furnished the steam-heat for a sleep- 
ing-car that was running into Boston exploded for 
lack of care, and one end of the car was partially 
demolishea. Had there been any passengers in the 
car at the time of the accident the results would 
probably have been mach more serious, This ex- 
perience, if not the exverience of the robbed pas- 
sengers, should exhort the sleeping-car people to 
greater wideawake watchiulness for the preserva- 
tion of their own property.

THE NEW ISTHMUS RAILWAY. 

Martin Van Broeck!in, ex-Chief Engineer of 
the Metro; litan Railway in New York, and En- 
gineers William J. McAipine and Mr. Scott, 
who are to suverintend the construction of the 
Interoceanic Railway from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific at the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, sailed 
from New York Saturday on the new Havana 
steamship City of Alexandria. Upon reaching 


Vera Cruz they will take a coastwise steamer 
for Minituian, on the Guatzcoalas River, and 
expect to find on their arrival a force already at 
work near the mouth of the river. The leugth 
of the road from ocean to ocean will be about 
150 miles, the Atlantic terminus to be in about 
latitude si n degrees vorth.

. EDISON’S LIGHT. 


A Visit to Menlo Park—Erecting Lamp- 
postse—The Park Not to Be Lighted at 
Present. 

‘Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 30.—Some 200 gentlemen 
and ladies visited the laboratory of Mr. Edison 
at Menlo Park, this afternoon. It nad been an- 
nounced that Mr. Edison would illuminate the 
Park this evening with his new carbon lamps, 
and it was to see this illumination that the ma- 
jority of visitors went to the laboratory. The 
announcement proved unfeunded. It will be 
several days yet before Mesiio Park will be thor- 
oughly lighted. Lampposts are being erected 
at every convenient point, ana the copper wires 
which are to convey the electricity are being 
stretched along the sidewalks and connected 
with the house. The lampposts are of 
bollow iron painted white, and surmounted by 
an ovai of glass in wien the carbon lamp is 
inclosed. The wires pass up the post and con- 
nect with the lamp. Only three of these street- 
lamps are yet burning. These are kept incan- 
descent night and day with a view to testing 
the possibility of the carbon horseshoes. One 
lamp in the laboratory has been burning four- 
teen bours a day for twenty-two days, and the 
carbon has apparently lost none of its weight 
or power of resistance to the electric current. 

“How long the carbon will last I can’t say.“ 
said Edison; that is what we are experiment- 
ing on now. iam waiting for one of my carbon 
borseshoes to consume.”’ 

There will be no regular illumination of Menlo 
Park for the present. Meantime all visitors are 
welcome avd every facility afforded for investi- 
gation of the new electric licht. 

New York Herald. . 

Mento Fam. N. J., Dec. 28.—Onuteide the 
buiiding called the oflice, on two ordinary iamp- 
posts, gleamed last evening two little electric 
lamps. Afar off they seemed two large globes 
of fire. It was not till you came close by that 
you saw the little incandescent hoop of carbon 
held up by its delicate platinum clamps inside 
the small globe exhausted of air. In the office 
the lights were all electric. In the library up- 
stairs it was the same. Over in the laboratery, 
up-stairs and down-stairs, it was the same. Such 
volleys of questions as were pouring out! 
Every assistant and even every boy was exam- 
ined. All who came were satisfied. The visitors 
learned—for it was easy as Ham et said lying 
was—to set the little carbon hoops alight by lay- 
ing them down between the two wires on the 
main table. And Edison was there,—a study to 
all, but divined by nove. Byand-by the visitors 
moved otf, pow stopping to look at the chalk 
telephone that speaksaloud. You hear of ohms 
and circuits, generators, and so forth. They 
have been round the strange, complicated look- 
ing vacuum pumps, made out of glass tubing 
twisted up and twisted down. They have been 
down where the beardless boy with all the 
enthusiasm of an artist blows the lamp, seals 
the thin wires, and inserts the carbon boop, and 
leaves it all ready to be exhausted of air. Ihe 
visitors have been around to see the engine, the 
generators, the reguiators, the dynanometer. 
Satisfied about the electric light they have 


asked about the tasimeter, the microphone, the 
phonograph, and a dozen other things, as 
thougb they wanted to improve every instant 
before the train starts. At last they go in twos 
und threes down the hill to the railroad track, 
and they gather at Deacon Davis“ hotel and cat 
a cracker or drink a glass of layer beer, and itis 
all “wondertul!’’ „ marvelous!“ * wonder- 
ful, wonderful!“ among them till the train 
— 2 them away, aud Menlo Park is left to it- 
geil. 


IN THE LABORATORY. 


Here are our wizard’s cave and the wizard. 
He has his vials, but they are filed with chemi- 
cals. His furnace is a steam-engine, bis caidron 
an electric generator; the weird, echoing voices 
are in telephones; the little spirits are clicking 
io quadruplex teiegraphs, and the little dancing 
moonbeam elves sre showers of electric sparks. 
There is notbing superoaturai bere: nota sug- 
gestion of it: Ihe master spirit moves about 
busy and commonplace. I have said before that 
all study but tone divine Edison. He has not 
reached his negtige air ov finding himself able to 
pegiect appearances,—that sbibboleth of so- 
ciety. He never was a tidy man. Mind you, 
he is oniy 31 years old, though he looks older. 
You talk to him, and he auswers volubly. You 
ecrutivize him for some sign of the fire of his 
gevius in his eyes. It dawns: upon vou 
as you look at and listen to him that you bave 
been us ut a false standard with him all the 
time. You have been thinking of great writers, 
great Orators, great statesmen. You have been 
thinking of exceptional men of a differeut order. 
You never troubled yourself about the exopres- 
sion of a steam-envine or a cotton svindle. Re- 
member, then, that before Edison you are iu the 
presence of the greatest machine of tne present 
generation, his brain the motor. Itis the mod- 
ern fancy that the faces of the old gods were ex- 
pressionless of emotion, because they were m- 
different to pain or oleasure, simply looking 
straight on in the plane of theirpower. Edison’s 
face, like theirs, is expressioutess. He has the 
bigh, full forehead of the man of brains, the 
strong jaw and coin of the man of action, the 
set mouth of the man, of determination. The 
nose, long and slightly retrousse, seems to spoil 
the picture, but it is a combative nose. You 
look to the eyes to see those features focalized 
as it were, but you are disappointed. They are 
a shade somehow between ligut gray aud 
light brown. You expect them to peer into 
your face, but the look is only that of a calm 
examination quickly concluded. He is slightly 
deaf, and that perbaps lends something, as has 
deen said, to the blankness of his shaven face, 
It is a flesh mask of thought, He bends over 
some work as | stand before him. ‘The eve does 
not seem tosharpe 98 he zes, but a deep 
vertical ridge ‘ailiers between his evebrows— 
the only indication that ihe busy brain is work- 
ing at its hardest again. He does not like inter- 
ruptiénse—who dces'—so | do not interrupt; 
but after a while be rises and talks. I was not 
bent, dear reader, on interviewing him, but 
wv E says is generally worth the telling.

If gas had started 
at burners that consumed 250 feet per hour you 
would have heard the same hubbub about loss 
dy subdivision. The electrie light started out 
with great lights that dazzie we eye, and of 
which the photometer tells you the great inten- 
sity, Dut the same licht power divided into ten 
lights properly distributed would give you a 
doubié iilumination. Loud know chat licat de- 
creases with the square of the distance. With 
gas it is the same as the clectrie lizht—the loss 
of available ligut by conceutration against an 
excess Of light in a certain small area. Thirty 
gas jets in ove burner will not give half as 
much light as thirty gas jete properly distrib- 


uted over the same space. Then as te 
cost—and that is the at thing to bear 
in miod—the single thirty-jet gas burner 


can be fed at one and one-half feet of gas per 
purntr; the thirty jets in thirty separate buro- 
ers will require five feet each. Here vou see the 
loss is the differeace between forty-iive feet and 
150 feet—105 feet per hour. But popody talks 
of that pow, because gas begun at the rigbt end 
—the listle one. In electricity we beran with

SIMPLICITY OF BLEOCTRIOCITY, 
“T give you my word that electricity is a hun- 


dred times slinpler than gas. Just read a good 
work on gas and see for yourself. Electricity 
is cheap, simple, and enduring. It cannot be 
said thatone city will bave purer, clearer, or 
smoker, or worse colored electricity than an- 
other. It is constant, unvarying as the supply 
is conditional. There is no business that is so 
subject to criticism as gas-making. The com- 
plaints about bad gas are innumerable. Do you 
koow, by the way, that some stokers can get 
thousands more cubic feet out of a ton of coal 
than others!“ 

Because of their greater skill?“ 

„ Exactly; it is brains.” 

There was a pause for à moment, when Edi- 
son said suddenly: 

Put brains in the machinery, and you have 
solved the question.“ 

There was another pause, and some one said, 
sotto voce, and of course unheard by Edi- 
son. The more you think of that the stronger 
it sounds.” 

THE RESERVOIR. 

“ They say,“ I remarked, one fatal defect is 
that you do not store your electricity, as the 
gas men do gas—that you have no reservoir.’? 

They don’t think about it,” replied Eaison. 
“* What is a reservo but reserved force? What 
better reserve force can you have than a modern 
steam engine! I sball always have a reserve of 
engines, of generators, and thus a reserve of 
electricity. Let them not trouble themselves 
ubout ttt. Forty-five cities depend at this day 
upon modern steam-engines, with their reserve- 
eviinders, for their water supply. Reservoirs for 
water are getting out of date. What an ab- 
eardity to talk about reservoirs of electricity! 
Your eogine is your reservoir.”

„We don’t suppose it.” 

** But suppose ic?” 

„Well, suppose they all go out. What then? 
In a minute or two they would be in again and 
no barm done. Not so with gas, which goes 
out suddenly from time to time. Then there is 
dauger, with forgotten gas jets open and flow- 
ing. Remember that.“ So the chat went oo. 

In the summer Mr. Edison proposes to have 
small motors, that will be a table ornament, to 
keep fans waving to cool heatea ladies; but as 
I descended the bill ia the clear, cold air of 
midnight no fan was necessary. 

Sunday has been a quiet day here; no visit- 
ors. This evening the laboratory is again 
lighted up, and the Wizard is in his glory. 


FIRES. 


AT WASHINGTON, D. C. 
Special Diapaich to The Iribune. 

Wasninoron, D. C., Dec. 30.—The noted 
house of ex-Senator Stewart, of Nevada, was 
nearly destroyed by fire to-night. This house 
has bad historical interest, having been built 
by Stewart, when Senator, by money realized 
from his share of the proceeds in the Rama 
Mine transaction. Mrs. Stewart, who is occupy- 
ing the house, was absentat a party at the 
Austrian Minister’s. But a small part of the 
loss is covered by insurance. 

Wasuinetonr, D. C., Dec. 30.—The palatial 
residence of ex-Senator Stewart, of Nevada, 
took fire this evening from a defective flue, and 
was completely gutted by the flames. The 
house is situated on lowa circle, facing south, 
and at the time of its erection was considered a 
model of elegance and tasteful decoration. It 
was familiarly known as Stewart's Castle.“ 
and was potated out as one of the attractions of 
the city. The bouse had been unoccupied for 
some time, but had just been reopened by. the 
Stewart family, and preparations were makiug 
for a grand reception to-morrow evening. The 
ball-room had been decorated, aud the fires 
were lighted in the furnaces to thor- 
oughly heat the house in anticipation of the 
New-Year’s ball. The flames were first seen 
breaking through the floor in the front hall. An 
alarm was given by telephone, and the entire 
Fire Departweot summioned, but before the en- 
ines arrived the flames had run up the front 
stairway aud reached the top of the tower, 
eichty feet or more above the street. ‘The fire 
then spread rapidly, and soon filled the entire 
upper part of the building. The two upper 
stories and poof were completely buroed out, 
nothing being saved except from the parlor and 
basement floors.

GEN. ROBERTS’ CRUELTIES. 


Afghans Sentenced to Death 

Forty-nine Men Hanged on 5

New York Tribune. 

Loxpon, Dec. 16.—It is not a pleasant task 
to write of British barbarities in Afehanistan. 
if the truth must be told, I have rather shirked 
it hitherto, for no better reason than because 
it was not pleasant; with some hope, also, that 
some of the accounts relied on by such En- 
glishmen as have discussed the matter might 
turn out to be exaggerated. The unofficial ac- 
counts published betore now bave been, for the 
most part, Indian accounts; or, more accurately 
speaking, reports supplied by the correspondents 
of the Anglo-Indian press. They might be gain- 
said, but there was no gainsaying the official 
documents on which, in great part, Mr. Fred- 
eric Harrison’s article in the Fortnightly Review 
tor December was based. The proclamation ot 
Gen. Roberts, the dispatches of the Viceroy, 
cannot be thought to present a view of the case 
needlesly unfavorable to their authors. But still 
it was, in a certain sense, a case for argument. 
I confers 1 do not now see what room is 
left for argument. A letter in the Daily News 
of yesterday supplies such details as need only 
be stated in order to cali forth the condewmna- 
tion of the civilized world. They, too, are prac- 
tically official. Under the military press rules, 
by which British correspondents are now gov- 
erned in India, no communication. to the public 
can see the ligut which has not previously passed 
tue ordeal of military censorship. The British 
public is allowed to know so much, and only so 
much, as its paid servants think it to their in- 


terest to disclose. I will not stop to ask how - 


any journal can in such circumstances, consist- 
ently with self-respect, commission a corre- 
spondent to Cabul. Let us take things as we find 
them. The letter in the Daily News te a piece of 
State’s evidence, and to be dealt with as such. 
It is, 1 should add, only the latest of many 
pieces of testimony; some of them more hor- 
rible than this, and ali of them together cover- 
tng a much wider field, and setting forth a more 
awful series of atrocities than I can paetend to 
sum up in a single letter. 

This correspondent writes from Cabul, Nov. 
12: “Hitherto,” says he,—tbat is, during the 
six previous weeks, — the Commission Aas con- 
demned all who were shown to have fouchbt 


|} against us at Charasiab on che 6th of October. 


or on the Cabul Hights two days later.“ Why 
condemned, I ask, aud to what were they con- 
demned ‘they were condemned as is,” 
and the punishment was death. In what sense 
were they reoels! Lord Lytton tells us iu his 
dispatch of Oct. 18 that they were rebels be- 
cause they pertinaciouslvy opposed the 
British advance after warning. Lord Lyt- 
ton must be understood as meaning that the 
were constsuctively rebels,—rebels to the au- 
thority of the Ameer, which authority the Brit- 
ish were constructively supporting against his 
subjects,—a theory tbat involves the further as- 
sumption that the British invasion of Afghan- 
istan was not intended, primarily, to avenge the 
Killing of Sir Louis Cavagnari, but to restore 
Yakoob Khan to the throne. Yakoob Khan 
meanwhile was in the 
Keceived as a guest, 
as a hostage, and it is now some weeks 
since he was sent to India to be tried for 
his alleged complicity in the attack on the 
British Embassy in Cabul. He never at any 
time was the accepted ruler of Afghanistan. 
If he had been the British themselves ceased to 
treat him so, They set;him up, and they pullea 
him down; and after they had pulled him down 
and made dim ovrisover and arraicned bim as a 
criminal, they denounced as rebels the Afghans 
who did not recognize botn the Ameer’s 
authority and the right of the Britisn to enforce 
it.” ‘lhe jailer proclaimed as rebels the free 
men who disowned the sway of bis prisoner. 
Accepting this theory, let us see what was 
done by way of putting it in practice. Rewards 
were offered for all those who had fought 
against tne British since Sept. 3, the date of the 
attack ou the Embassy. Later, An amnesty was 
proclaimed for that who e up their arme, 
excepting those who took part in the attack on 
the Embassy, or who instigated the Afghan 
troops and people to oppose the British. Under 
this exception, Gen. Roberts hanged, among 
others, the Chief Mollah of Cabul for preach- 
ing a religious war. It was bis business 
to preach a religious war. He was there for 
that. What should we have said if Napoleon 
I. had banged Pius VII. for siding with his ene- 
mies; or, to take a more modern instance, if 
Victor Emmanuel had hanged Pius IX. for re- 
sisting his entry into Rome; or hanged the 
priests who oreached a religious war against 
him, as they did all over Italy? Yet I aopre- 
hend it will be difficult to distinguish the 


two cases morally. The Chief of Police 
of Cabui was also hanged cause 
he incited Mohammedans to fleht against 
the British at Charasiab. Charasiad is 


a battle wuich the Jiago organs in London 
agreed in hailing as a great British victory. The 
soldiers who took part in it on the Afrhan side 
—not all, but some—and at least two of their 
Generals, were hanged after the batthe by Gen. 
Roberts. If the battle bad gone the other way 
and the Afghan leader had hanged Gen. Rob- 
erts, the world would have ecaoed with denun- 
ciations of Afghan barbarity. And justly so. 
But in what respect is the barbaritv lesa barbar- 
ous because Generals who boast of their civili- 
zation”? take upon themselves the ofiice of 
bangman - 

The hanging policy lasted down to Nov. 12,— 
our latest date by post from Camp Cabal. Down 
to that date, and especially during the iast few 
days, says the correspondent whom I was quot- 
ing, the work of the Military Commission bas 
has been unusually beavy. Under the ammes- 
ty of Nov. 12, “it is probabie that this dis- 
tasteful task of sentencing men to be haus ed 
by the score will now be almost closed.” The 
principle on which they were banged we have 
seen already. In practice it works something 
like this: Ono the 6th seven men brought in 
by Gen. Gough’s force irom the Sbutargardan 
and intermediate villages were hanged,—not a 
word to show why or wherefore. Of prisoners 
taken in fight there were not enough to glut 
Gen. Robert's appetite. On the 8th Brig.-Gen. 
Baker went in search of fresh batches. Lest 
the alarm might be given, hia destmation was 
kept a secret. He took with bim the Third 
Sikhs, Fifth Punjab Cavalry, and the mountain 
guns. They made for the Chardeh Valley, 
„the villagers of which were known to be har- 
boring disbanded Sepoys,’’—in other words, the 
remnants of the Afghan army, which had thus 
far escaped the British sword after their 
defeat at Charastab. The valley wis 
surrounded, the guns were trained oo the vil- 
lage, then tue Sikhs marched in. ‘Chere was no 
resistance of any hind.’ ‘The head men of the 
village were ordered by Gen. Baker to bring out 
all Atghan Sepoys. Five minutes were allowed 
the head men to prvduce their guests; what 
would have happened to the head men if, at 


— 


the expiration of the five minutes, the Sepoys | 


had not been broduced is not stated, but 
left to the imagination of the reader— 
who must be dull he cannot 
guess, Thirty Sepoye gave themselves. uv. 
Twenty otners, down on Gen. Bakcr’s list, were 
missing; the head men were called on to ac- 
count lor them, and forced to promise that they 
should be forthcoming hereafter. A flac was 
then imposed on the village,—120,000 pounds of 
grain and 600 loads of chopped straw for for- 
age,—to be delivered at Shirpur by the 15th, 
under palu of seeing their village destroyed by 
fire. It is impossible not to pause long enougu 
to notice that on the 15th, the date fixed for 
this ransom, Gen. Roberts was himeelt de- 
leaguered in those very Shirpur cantonmeats,— 
some of these villagers, perbaps, assisting in 
the operation. 

Other villages were visited by Gen. Baker,and 
more Afghan soldiers captured. Then came 
what is called, with grim’ military pleasantry. 
their trial. ‘they did not attempt to give false 
names. Admitting their identity, which the 
Afghew fmuster-rolis in Baker's possessivn en- 
abled hii to establish, they were then called 
upon to prove their ijndocence, —to prove 
that they had not been euilty of the crime of 
taking part in an organized military defense of 
their country against a foreign invader. Says our 
correspoudent, writing with a staff officer looking 
over his shoulder, Such as could got give 
a clear account of their movements were con- 
demned to death.“ Men who were fortunate 
enough to be able to prove by such evidence as 
satisfied this military tribuasl ‘* that they were 
absent from Cabul, lying sick in their villages, 
or otherwise enraged when the muttoy 1 aod 
after events took place, were released.” The 
others—those who at a momeat’s notice could 
not prove au alibi after such fashion as their 
executioners approved—were adjudged cuilty, 
and were hanged. The number of the banged 
ou this one raid of Gen. Baker was forty-nine. 
They mes their fate with @ beroism which 
micht, one wonld think, have extorted 
a word of generous recognition from their 
enemy. lle says: Their seeming carelesness 
as to their fate never varied, whether the sen- 
tence was death or acquittal.’’ But in his eyes 
this is not heroism, not even manly courage; it

POPE LEO. 


The Pontiff’s Speech on the Twenty-fifth 
Anniversary of the Feast of the Immaca<- 
late Cunception. 

On the Feast of the Immaculate Conception 
of the Blessed Virgin, the Pope, Leo XIIL, re- 
ceived in special, audience at the Vatican a 
body of Italian pilgrims, who had come to 
his Holiness under the Presidency of Count 
Acquaderni, President of the Superior 
Council of the Society of Italian Youth. 
The Sovereign Pontiff was accompanied to the 
audience by Cardinals Saecont, Di Lucca, Mona- 
co, La Valletta, Oreglia, Giannelli, Ledochow- 
ski, D’ Avanzo, Nini, Mertel, Pacca, De Falloux, 
Peilsgrini, Pecci, Horgemoetner, Zigliari, dnd 
Cattani, as well as by a large number of Italian 
and other Bishops. The pilgrimage consisted of 
more than 600 persons, and was received in one 
of the large balls of the Vatican. An address 
to the Holy Father having been read by Count 


| Acquaderni, his Holiness replied as follows: 


On this very bappv dav, on which is reached 
the twenty-tifth anniversary of the definition of 
the immaculate conception of Mary, it is most 
just that your souls and the souls of all the 
jaithful should yield themsslyes up to more 
than usual joy, as the result of the most cher- 
ished remembrances. Yes, it is now twenty-five

DEMONETIZING LEGAL-TENDEBS. 

The ingenious way in which the Cincinnati 
Commescial avoids the chief arguments THE 
Txrsune has used in ‘the effort to convince it 
of its gross and inexcusable error in regard to 
‘the demonetization of greenbacks leads us 
to 1 t some impression has been 
made. addition to this confession of 
weakness, the Commercial, m its latest ar- 
ticle on the subject, takes. pains to insist 
that it favors only a temporary suspension 
of silver coinage, and a gradual retirement 
of the greenbacks at the rate of about 
$50,000,000 a year. It is naturally anxious 
to.relieve iteelf from the odious imputation 
of playing into the hands of the gold-clique ; 
but ‘these two modifications of the scheme 
for an exelusive legal-tender gold standard 
simply denote that the Commercial is weakly 
Meceiving itself as to the logical sequence of 
the curreney changes which it advocates. The 
“temporary suspension” of silver coinage 
andthe ‘‘ gradual retirement of greenbacks ” 
would gratify the most ardent hopes of the 
gold Shylocks, and in the end place that 
combination in complete command of the 
situation and allow them to draw blood ad 
libiéuan. ä 

The Commercial gives notice that it does 
not now urge the suspension of silver coin- 
age as a permanent thing.” Has it for- 
gotten that the demonetization of silver be- 
gan in 1873 with a mere “suspension” of 
silver coimage, and that this first step led 
quickly to the elimination of silver from the 
American monetary system? Has it forgot- 
ten how dearly this first step cost the eoun- 
try? Has it forgotten the long and bitter 
fight it became necessary to make in order 
to restore the silver dollar to its original 
place in our money system? 

To suspension of silver coinage 
now, or at the end of the year 1880, as hint- 
ed by the Commercial, will be to give the 
goldites precisely the same advantage they 
possessed two years ago, and to render neces- 
gary another desperate struggle for the 
double standard. The reason given for this 
fatal eoncession is singularly insufficient 
and lacking of logical ingredients. The ob- 
ject, the Commercial tells us, is to provide 
the people an abundant supply of small 
gold.” But this can be just as well provided 
without suspending the coinage of stand- 
ard silver dollars. There is nothing in 
the existing lews to prevent retary 
Sunne from ordering the coinage of half- 
eagles and quarter-eagies, or even gold dol- 
lars, in any quantity. We will admit that this 
would be a good thing to do, and we hope 
the Commercials influence over Secretary

The * which the Com- 
mercial deigns to make to the expe- 
rience of England in regard to the 
necessity of legal-tender paper money, 
which enght to be so weful to this 
country, is in remarking that it “ prefers the 
French financial system to that of the Eu- 
glish.” Such a preference, so far as it ex- 


cludes legel-tender paper, could only be res- 


sonable under conditions whicl should make 
the money resources and commercial practices 
and habits of the American people more 
nearly like ‘those of the French than like 
those of the English. First, France gets on 
without legal-tender paper at this time, be- 
cause she has and knows how to keep about 
a billion ($1,000,000,000) of gold and silver 
coin on hand; the United States, in propor- 
tion to population, should have about 1,300 
millions of available coin to put ite people 
on the same basis of safety. Secondly, the 
American people should immediately adopt 
the frugal habits, non-debt-contracting and 
conservative eash system that universally 
prevail among the French people in order to 
make sure of keeping such a stock of coin 
after it shall have been accumulated. The 
Commercial neglects. to tell how the Amer- 
jean stock of coin is to be inereased imme- 
diately by fivefold, and how the spendthrift, 
speculative, debt-ineurring practices of 
the American people are to be metamor- 
phoded into the careful, conservative, eco- 
nomical, anti-debt habits of the French. 
The important fact is also ignored that the 
French Government, like all the other Euro- 
pean Governments, has the power to make its 
Own paper or bank-paper legal-tender at any 
time when such a course may be desirable or 
seem politic or necessary,—a power which 
the American Government is constitutionally 
prohibited from exercising. except as a war 
power in time of deadly peril, The Com- 
mercial s idea that the balance of trade can 
be permanently and reliably kept in favor of 
this country is also based upon a foolish and 
ignorant theory that the National traits are 
to be revolutionized by the repeal of the 
legal-tender function of the greenbacks. 
Until it demonstrates how this revolutien is 
to be brought about, the apprehension of 
panics and of the flight of gold is reasona- 
ble, and that danger demands the same pro- 
tection of a limited fund of legal-tender 
paper which the English people have found 
so useful and indispensable, If the English 
dare not run their currency system without 
legal-tender pfiper money, how much less 
ean we! The fact is, Jonny Suna has in- 
veigled the Commercial into a most ridicu- 
lous and indefensible position. 
— 
THE STOCK-YARDS SAR. 

The declaration of terms made by the 
Butchers’ Union in the strike at the Stock- 
Yards upon which the strike shall cease 
embraces substantially the following insane 
propositions : 

No non-Union men shall be employed 
while there are Union men out of work. (2) No 
Union men shall be discharged without cause, and, 
when so discharged, it shall not be by the em- 
ployer, but by the Union. (3) All complaints 
againet workmen by employers shall be investigated 
by the Union, and, unless the Union agrees to the 
discharge, the man shall be retained, (4) When 
new men ere wanted the employers must obtain 
them through the Union. and take such men as the 
Union shall furnish. (ö) When there is a scarcity 
of Union mep, and non-Union men are employed. 
the latter mnst be discharged so soon as Union men 
present themselves for work.” 

It is impossible, in the very nature of 
things, that the position in which the Com- 
mittee have placed the laborers at the Stock- 
Yards can be maintained. It is the sheerest 
illusion in the world for these men to sup- 
pose that they can carry out these proposi- 
tions and that business can continue to 
prosper or even be conducted. It is useless 
to take up these propositions seriatim and 
discuss them so long as there is but one 
alternative resulting from their adop- 
tion,—the cessation of business. Of 
course it would be possible for these 
deluded men to organize a combina- 
tion and demand that employers should 
employ no laborers except upon the 
conditions named; but of what use would 
this be, since the business must immediately 
stop and employers must go elsewhere where 
they will not be hampered by such prepos- 
terous demands? No man, no company, 
would dare to venture their capital in any 
business to be managed on such terms, or in 
any business which they could not manage 
themselves. Once given over to the control 
of miscellaneous workingmen, men without 
experience and even without skill in labor, — 
for the butchering business does not call for 
kill, —demand would follow demand, each 
more preposterous than the other, until the 
business would be annihilated. If these 
deluded men would call themselves Nihilists, 
the term would be an apt one, for these con- 
ditions, if adopted, would utterly annihilate 
the butchering, pork, and beef business of 
the city. There is not an intelligent man 
among these very Jaborers who would risk 
a cent of his money in any business 
where the management of that business 
was taken out of his hands and placed un- 
der the absolute control of a committee of 
workingmen. Do they expect that their 
ewployers will do any differently under the 
same circumstances? This would simply be 
Communism ran rampant and riot. It 
would be an attempt of the party on one 
side to manege and dictate for both sides ; 
and in this case by a party not of extraor- 
dinary intelligence, or of even ordinary ex- 
perience, or of skill in labor, for it is a busi- 
ness any one can learn in a day. 

In this strike the Stock-Yard laborers have 
already lost fully $100,000. This is what 
O'Connor and his gang have cost them, and 
it will cost them still another hundred thou- 
sand if they persist in their delusion. Even 
should they succeed in carrying out their in- 
tentions and in forcing their employers to 
yield, their victory would be a barren one, 
and its fruits would turn to ashes, be- 
cause the business would inevitably stop. 
Their employers might surrender to them, 
but they would surrender the business also. 
The annihilation of such a business would 
be a calamity so injurious that it can hardly 
be estimated. It is a business of solossal 
proportions, involving a vast investment of 
capital. It provides work in winter to an 
army of men, when nine-tenths of other 
business has ceased and navigation has closed. 
It provides steady work at good wages at a 
time when otherwise these laborers must be 
out of work and suffer. It makes a summer 
of work the year round in Chicago, and, with 
the usual consistency and the usual madness 
of Communism, it steps in at this point and 
in reality demands that this work shall stop 
and that these men shall be thrown upon our 
streets to subsist as they best can in idleness. 
It demands that these employers shall close 
their houses. Even more than this, it 
demands that they shall remove their busi- 
ness from the city. This is what the Stock- 
Yards Communists really demand when

teresting letter to the New York Herald 
from Montreal, in which was sketched a 
statement of the growing sentiment in 
Canada in favor of Independence or a union 
with the United States. We also published 
from the Toronto Giobe an indignant protest 
against even the discussion of Independence 
or annexation by the people of Oanada. 
The Globe opposes it not only as impolitic, 
but treasonable, and, assuming it te be im- 
possible, denounces even the discussion of 
what it claims can never be accomplished. 
There 1s considerable misrepresentation in 
Canada as to what is meant by American 


Ty annexation. The truly loyal Canadian-Briton 


always speaks of annexation asa measure of 
force by which in some wey the Dominion is 


‘despite the clamors, protests, and resistance 
of the people, be consolidated with the 
American Republic. This is the light in 
which all friends of the Imperial con- 
nection speak of annexation. Unless 
in the extremely improbable’ event 
of war between this Republic and 
Great Britain, no party in this country has 
the least thought of any such forcible an- 
nexation, or of any union of Canada with 
this country save what will follow the nat- 
ural laws of gravitation, as the apple when 
fully ripened falls from the parent tree to 
be gathered by the husvandman. 

The Globe is correct in assuming that all 
the talk in Canada about the Iudepend- 
ence of the Dominion from Great Britain 
means ultimately annexation to the United 
States. It is possible that Canada might for 
a time be content with Independence, and, if 
there were a commercial union as by a 
Zolleerein, might postpone the po- 
litical union; nevertheless the same rea- 
sons which would prompt the Cana- 
dian people to cut loose from Great Brit- 
ain would irresistibly lead them to such a 
union with the United States. The annexa- 
tion which will unite Canada with the United 
States is not to be the growth of violence 
but the growth of reason, the wearing away 
of prejudices, the liberalization of sentiment, 
and that sympathy and mutual regard of the 
people which are produced by close proximi- 
ty to a great, prosperous, intellectual nation, 
and from kindred institutions, language, 
habits, and cnstoras, The growth of these 
is irrepressible, and is forever going on. The 
distinguished editor of the Toronto Globe is 
a loyal Scot, who clings to the old name and 
style. Heis not a native Canadian, whose 
past begun in Canada, and whose future is 
all bound up in O mada, and hence he looks 
at matters with half British, half Canadian 
eyes. He feels an attachment to the Royal 
institutions of the ‘‘mother-country” of 
his birth which a native-born Canadian never 
experiences. The loyal sentiment in Canada 

is becoming more purely sentimental as the 
natives inerease and the population becomes 
Americanized. ‘The native population claim 
Canada as their country, and the distinction 
between British and American Canadians is 
growing more marked daily. 

It is this feeling—the desire to be part of 
the kite and not part of the kite’s tail—which 
is gradually molding the Canadian mind to 
seek an exclusively American nationality. 

The representations in the New York 
Herald as to the extent of the Independence 
sentiment may be exaggerated, but the 
actual native Canadian attachment is much 
in the condition of the seemingly solid bed 
of ice in the rivers in the spring: hard, ap- 
parently, and thick, and as strong as ever, it 
is nevertheless daily growing sof d 
honeycombed, and weaker, until its dechy\is 
so thorough that upon a slight pressure or 
strain it will break and pass away. 

The new generations in Canada—those 
who never saw Europe ‘and they are now 
the majority), and whose political education 
has been of the more liberalized character, 
and unavoidably influenced by American as- 
sociates—do not look at matters in the same 
way that men who came from across the 
water do. Two-thirds of the English- 
speaking people of Canada are born in 
America; there is but a traditional, a senti- 
mental, or a historical attachment to the 
British political connection. These native 
Canadians affiliate in sentiment with the 
people of the United States, whose man- 
ners, customs, literature, and general ideas 
they have adopted. This assimilation has 
been going on for half a century. During 
that time Canada, in obedience to public senti- 
ment, has been remodeling her laws, insti- 
tutions, business, money, mails, school-sys- 
tem, and even her form of government, upon 
those in operation in the United States. 
Thousands of native Canadians yearly cross 
to the United States, where there is room 
for enterprise, large fields for industry, and 
more advanced notions of personal freedom, 
and larger political life. Into the manu- 
facturing districts have poured also large 
bodies of native Frencb.Canadians, seeking 
that employment and remuneration which 
are denied them in the small and provincial 
fields of Canada. Between these people and 
those affiliated with them in Oanada are 
strong bonds of kindred sympathy, all 
drawing constantly towards a complete 
union of the two kindred countries. These 
native-born Canadians when they come here 
are already so Americanized, and they be- 
come so mingled with our own people, that 
their identity as Oanadians is immediately 
lost. They hardly bring with them a pro- 
vinecial accent, and so quickly do they be- 
come Americans that is 1s not easy to dis- 
cover they were ever born north of the 
boundary line. They were Americans to all 
intents and purposes before they crossed 
the line.

On this side of the border is a pop- 
ulation of 50,000,000; on the other a popu- 
lation of 4,500,000, and the Canadian 
people who are not blinded by Old- 
World associations and Euro ej- 
udices cannot fail to see that everpepos- 
sible interest points te the speedy and gen- 
eral admission of the smaller State to the 
advantages, commercial and political, of the 
larger State. To enter the great market 
now is to sacrifice one-fourth of the uc- 
tion, To enter the same market as part of 
the American Union would be to enjoy all 
the benefits of that market in common with 
the people of the whole United States. 

The British eonneetion stands forever in 
the way of Canada ever deriving any benefit 
from her proximity to and intimate relations 
with her great, rich, and powerful neigh- 
bor, American capital and American man- 
ufacturers, Americaa skill and activity, will 
not go to live in Canada so long as it is a 
European province. But with Canada an 
independent State, or Canada as a series of 
new States of the American Union, the 
trade and commerce, the population, the 
labor, industry, and skill of both peoples 
would flow over both countries, as they now 
flow over all the States of the American 
Union. The markets, the interior lines of 
travel, the coasting trade, the seaports 
would be alike open to all, Canada has more 
material interests to be prometed by a union 
with the United States ih the céasting trade 
than she can ever hope to enjoy from tne 
connection with Great Britain. Annexation 
to the United States would open to Cana- 
dians the whole coasting trade from the St. 
Lawrence to the Rio Grande, and of all the 
Great Lakes and interior waters of the conti- 
nent, 

In the matter of hard times” which the 
Canadians are now experiencing, and from 
which the Americans have recovered, it must 
be remembered that this country, from its 
magnitude, has resources to which Canada 
cannot appeal or resort, Hard times in Can- 
ada means the voluntary migration of the 
best and most vigorous classes, the young 
menand women, to the United States. A 
few years more of hard times in Canada will 
bring such a revolution that all the old fogies 
of the Globe school will be unable to re- 
sist it. 

The reference by the Globe to the uncer- 
tainty of American institutions, as witnessed 
by the recent Civil War, has a grim side to it. 
When the American people asserted their In- 
dependence they threw off all the peculiar 
institutions which Great Britain had imposed 
upon them but one, and that was slavery. In 
the late War the American people relieved 
themselves of the last curse of Brit- 
ish connection, and forever disposed of 
that relic of barbarism. It was the 
only political cause that ever endangered 
our National existence or free institutions or 
disturbed our domestic peace as a people. 
Although abolished, its baneful influence still 
remains to some extent, but it is year by 
year wearing away. There is no nation 
upon the face of the earth which to-day has 
stronger prospects of perpetuity and long 
and flourishing existence than this Republic. 
Let the Toronto Globe lose no sleep or feel 
any uneasiness in regard to the durability of 
this Nation. It will stand while its mount- 
ain ranges endure the tooth of time. 

In what we have written we have not 
treated the relations of the two countries so 
much from the American as from the Cana- 
dian-American point of view. We have 
given the thoughts which are universal 
among the native Canadian people, and hence 
the Toronto Globe will find itself powerless 
in demanding that Independence and annex- 
ation shall not be discussed because such 
things are impossible.

415,000 of 6 per cent bonds absolutely payable 
Dec. 31, 1880, and the $945,000 payable July 1, 
1881, the following bonds of the United States 
will become redeemable within the next year 
and a half, viz.: May 1, 1881,5 per cents, $508,- 
440,350; June 30, 1881, 6 per cents, 5284, 821. 80; 
making a total of $772,761,700, the annual in- 
terest charge on which is $41,381, 298.50, 

About one-half of these are coupon bonds, 
have coupons runuing only to the dates of their 
redeemability, and, if they are not refunded or 
‘paid off, the holders will have to be supplied 
with additional coupon-sheets at the expense of 
the Government, and ata cost, probably, near- 
ly as great as would pay for the original issue of 
the loan. It is manifest that 

THESE BONDS CANNOT BE PAID OFF 


in 1881, and I therefore feit it my duty to rec- 


ommend in my annual report that authority be 
granted to refund them into 4 per cent bonds;

FERNANDO WOOD’S BILL. 

The bill introdueed in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, on the 3d inst., by Fernando Wood. 
Chairman of the Committee of Ways and 
Means, and which has been sent to me, pro- 
vides as follows: ‘* That so mach of the au- 
thority conferred upon the Secretary of the 
Treasury by the acts of July 14, 1870, and Jan. 
20, 1871, to'refund the public debt to the extent 
of $1,500,000,000 as has not been exhausted and 
executed, be, and the same is hereby, modified 
so as to limit the rate of interest upon the 
bonds yet to be issued ab authorized by these 
acts to a rate of interest not to exceed 34 per 
cent per annum.”’ 

This bill, if enacted into a law, would per- 
haps be construed as prohibiting the sale of 
bonds for resumption purposes at a greeter 
rate of interest than 34¢ per cent, although such 
is not probably the intent of the bill. Aside, 
however, from its ‘possible bearing upon the 
ability of the Department to maintain resump- 
tion, 1 believe its passage would be fatal to re- 
funding, although 1 should, of course, be happy 
to refund tne debt into 34¢ per cents if it were 
practicable to dg.so. 

That a 34¢-per-cent bond would not now sell 
for par 1 am fully satisfied, and I see so reason 
to expect that such a bond will be more favora- 
bly looked upon as an investment in 1881 than 
it would be now. On the contrary, with the 
revival of industry and the great activity in 
manufacturing, the signs of which are already 
to be seen iu all parts of the countrys, and the 
CONSTANT AND INCREASING DEMAND FOR MONEY 
arising therefrom, it seems to me to be not at 
all certain that we shall then be able to borrow 
freely at even 4 per cent per annum: and of 
the correctness of these views I received the 
most positive assurances during my recent Visit 
to New York. Our 4 ver cent copsols, now hay- 
ing twenty-eight vears to run, were worth dur- 
ing the first half of this month 103% net, at 
which price they yield to the investor (to carry 
to maturity) 3.855 per cent per annum. Athirty- 
year 38g percent bond, to yield the same in- 
come, would have to be purchased at . 70. 
Again, a 4 per cent bond to yield but 3/6 per 
cent per annum would have to be purchased at 
108.88, and, therefore, a 344 per cent bond can- 
not sell for par until the 4 percent bonds are 
worth 108.88. With the small supply in the 
market, the great bulk of them having been 
absorbed as permanent investments, 

TKE 4 PER CENT BONDS 

are now selling for. nearly the best price ever ob- 
tained for them, but it is not probable that this 
price can be fully maintained against the addi- 
tional issue of any large amount; and I would 
remind you that during the last refunding oper- 
ations the sales of these bonds had to be sus- 
pended more than once, owing to the derange- 
ment in the money market and the urfayorable 
state of exchanges, these causing the bonds to 
fall below par,—at one time to 98 per cent. For- 
tunately, these derangements were but tempo- 
rary, aud, after more or less delays, the Depart- 
ment was able to resume sales. 

As before stated, I think the present au unex- 
ceptionabdly 

FAVORABLE Tu FOR REFUNDING, 
and I am satisfied that the 5 per cent aud 6 per 
cent bonds, so soon to beco:me redeemable, can- 
not be so safely and profitably provided for in 
any other manner. 

The very large amount to be refunded prior 
to July 2, 1581 (neariy $300,000,000), is considera- 
bly in excess of the amount refunded in any one 
year since refunding began, and I respectfully 
submit that the time now available is none too 
great for that purpose. \ 

NEW MUASURES. 

The passage of the bill introduced by yourself 
in the Senate, and by Gen. Garfield in the House 
of Representatives, will, 1 believe, enable the 
Department to refund the entire amount prior 
to the maturity of the bonds; but if it should 
not result in sbee dil refunding the whole of 
them, that clause of the bill which renders ap- 
plicable the provisions of the act of July 14, 1870, 
etc.,will enable this Department to call“ such 5 
per cent and 6 per cent bonds after they shall have 
matured, and to redeem them with the pro- 
ceeds bt the sales of the 4 per cent bonds so au- 
thorized, and such proceeds would include, of 
course, whatever premium bonds may then sell 
tor. While itis not thought safe to assume 
that, upon resuming funding operations (with 
the prospect of an emission of 4 per cents about 
equal in amount to the present issue), the bonds 
will remam at a price not much, if any, above 
par, and it is thought that, under the operation 
of the proposed bill, parties may be induced to 
surrender bonds now beid by them upon the 
payment of ap amount not to exceed the aiffer- 
ence in interest between the bonds received and 
those issued.

One of the officials of the Attorney-General’s 
office thinks the case of Gregg is one which 
appeals strongly to Executive clemency. 
His offense, while it was an infraction of law, 
was not a new one in the postal-service. 
HE WAS INDISCREET 

in the use of public funds which he honestly in- 
tended to repay, and which have been repaid. 
It was not a case of embezzlement, as that term 
is commonly ſuterpreted. The services of Gregg 
during the War, and his conspicuous bravery at 
Fort Donelson, where he stood before his own 
father to protect him from hostile bullets, 
ought, thinks this official, to outweigh a tech- 
nical infraction of the law. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral himself, however, is disposed to mete: out 
to these offenders the full measure of penalty, 
and the President bas indicated that no pardou 
should be issued in either ease.

HAYT’S INTEREST IN AN ARIZONA CLAIM,

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 30,—Gen. G. H.

The story that 
he (Hammond) had said if the mine turned out 
to de on the reservation he could have the 
boundary-line changed, he says, is too silly to 
be gravely reported. Any one who takes the 
trouble to examine the statutes of the United 
States will not need to be told that the Sur- 
veyor-General alone, at the order of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, can determine the bound- 
ary lines. If the matter comes before the Board 
of Commissioners for examination, he will offer 
no objection for admitting every word of Fiske’s 
story. 80 far as it relates to him (Hammond) 
to be true, there is nothing crooked in it. Gen. 
Hammond thioks Fiske’s motive is a personal 
dislike of Commissioner Hayt. 

A GOUGE-GAME,. 
YCLEPT THE “STOCK-COMBINATION SYSTEM.” 

WasuineTton, Dec. 30.—The Postmaster- 
General bas issued an order directing the Post- 
master at New York to refuse the payment of 
postal money-orders or the delivery of regis- 
tered letters addressed to the so-called “ bank- 
ers and brokers”’ firms of Lawrence & Co., pur- 
porting to do business on the stock-com bina- 
tion system,“ at No. 19 Broad street; Adams, 
Brown & Co.;“ 28 Broad street; Allen, Jor- 
dan & Co..“ 54 Wall street; and “ Barnes, Gar- 
rison & Co.,“ 55 Exchange place and 11 Broad 
street, and elsewhere in New York City. The 
operations of the persons conducting these con- 
cerns have been enormously profitabie. 

It appears from the evidencé as set forth in 
the report of the Department’s Special Agent, 
that one Benjamin R. Buckwalter is the origina- 
tor and principal proprietor of a business con- 
ducted under the above mentioned firm names 
(over which he obtained control by recording 
under thé law of the State of New York ficti- 
tious articles of copartnership, etc.), but that 
some time ago he effected an arrangement with 
W. D. Duff and IH. Laseing according to 
which they have fora number of months been 
attending to the practical management upon 
terms which, in connection with the transcripts 
of their books, show 

AN ENORMOUS AMOUNT OF “PROFITS.” 
Their agreement was to pay Buckwalter $12,500 
per month ($150,000 per year) for the net re- 
ceipts of the business during a term of five years, 
under the single firm name ol Lawrence & 
Co.,“ and an equal amount for the privilege of 
doing business under two of the other tirm 
names. Buckwalter’s interests were guarded 
by his having confidential agents to be present 
at the openingof letters containing remittances, 


which have poured in at such a rate as to make 
the profits of Lawrence & Co. alone 
from $18,000 to $29,000 per month from 
March 1 to Dee. 1, 1879, after paying 
all expenses, including very extensive advertis- 
ing and salaries of $100 per week to each—Duff 
and Lassing. The responses to their advertise- 
ments soliciting remittances for investment 
upoa the system of combining capital or pool- 
ing orders for stocks into one vast aggregate, 
controlled by capitalists of experience, etc., 
haye come 
FROM ALL PARTS OF THE COUNTRY, 

encouraged at the outset here and there by 
small but actual returns made to some of the 
parties “investing.” But in nearly 
every instance the sender of a re 
mittance has been informed that, owing 
to unexpee ed fluctuation in the prices of stocks 
and unusual stringency in the money market 
the firm has been obliged to close out at a loss 
the venture ju which he was interested. These 
notifications were always accompanied, however, 
with an intimation that the loss might easily be 
retrieved by investing in a new combination 
about to be formed, and in an astonishing num- 
ber of cases the same persons have sent forward 
additional remittances. 


NOTES AND NEWS. 
THE EXODUS. 
Special Dispatch to The Trenne. 

Wasarnaton, D. C., Dec. 20.—A large party 
of colored people arrived here to-day from 
North Carolioa, and left for Indiana. They 
were comfortably ciad, and had a large quantity 
of baggage, including household effects. All 
had purchased through tickets before starting 
on their exodus. One of their leaders, on being 
asked why they bad left North Carolina, replied: 
We want to live where we can have our rights 
and get fair pay for our work.“ 

REINTERRED. 

The remains of the Confederate soldiers who 
died in the hospitals at Alexandria received 
Christian burial in the United States Cemetery 
near that city, where the remains of hundreds 
of Union soldiers rest in peace under the Stars 
and Stripes. This week the Secesh sympathiz- 
ers have bad the graves of the Confederates 
opened and their bones taken to Christ Charch 
yard, where they were thrown into a large 
square box and reinterred. Collections are be- 
ing taken up for a monument over these rem- 
nants of the Lost Cause. 

HAYES’ RETURN. 

President Hayes returned this morning. He 
expresses the opinion that the people of Maine 
will de able to take care of themselves without 
outside interference. He believes that the 
Democrats will back down, that there will be 
no occasion for violence, and that the National 
Democratic party has too much at stake to |, isk 
its all in adhering to the Maine blunder. 

THE LEGAL-TENDER CASES. 
There are crave doubts whether the United 


States Supreme Court Will grant the mo- 


tion to advance the legal-tender cases. 
The reasons a*signed by the lawyers 
of the Court for these doubts 
are that, while the United States is interested, 
it is not represented; that there are now only 
eight Judges, and that it is possible that the 
Court would be divided; that the Court does 
not desire to have the criticisms repeated from 


| which it suffered when deciding the Legal- 


Tender act constitutional; that the majority of 
the Court are known to be averse to involving 
that body in political questions upon the eve of 
a Presidential election; that the decision of the 
Lower Court is only pro forma; and that the 
ease is at best a Government one. 

THE RUSSIAN MISSION. 

The joggling about the Russian 
tween Gov. Van Zandt and Senator 
of Rhode Island, is probably due to the fact 
that Van Zandt is a candidate for election to 
the Senate to succeed Buruside, and that Burn- 
side himself aspires to renomination, Van Zandt 
was offered the mission, and telegraphed bis 
acceptance, but a dispatch reconsidering his ac- 
ceptance was received this afternoon only a few 
hours after his telegraphic acceptance itself had 
been received. This is undoubtedly due to the 
belief on the part of Van Zandt that he has a 
chance of election to the Senate, which he would 
prefer to a foreign mission. Van Zandt is 
Burnside’s most formidable competitor for the 
Senate. 

THE REVISION OF RULES. 

The new revision of the House rules has been 
printed, and is being generally discussed. 
There will be great opposition to some features, 
especialiy to that portion which proposes to 
limit the power of the Commerce Committee, 
and to increase the power of the Committees on 
Ways and Means and Appropriations, There is 
growing opposition ow the part of both Demo- 
crats and Republicans to what they consider a 
tendency toa centralization of power in these 


two Committees. itis very doubtful whether | 


the Committee on Rules will be able to carry 
these features of revision through the House. 
There is certain to be a prolonged 
debate. The proposition to require the Com- 
merce Committee to report the River and Har- 
bor billte the Appropriations Committee, in- 
stead of directly to the House, will invite the 
strongest opposition. Members generally fear 
that with such a rule the River and Harbor bill 
would be greatly reduced, and so-called inter- 
este of their own localities be endangered. 
REAGAN’S RAILROAD BILL. 

Reagan, Chairman of the House Commerce 
Committee, thinks that the program of the 
railroads with respect to what is kuown at the 
Reagan Transportation Dill is to seek delay. 
Since the Committee decided to repors the bill, 
he has received letters from representatives of 
the Pennsylvania and of the Erie Rahroades ask- 
ing that the Committee would delay reporting the 
bill to the Howse, as these two corporations 
would like to be heard. Mr. Reagan has replied 
that a day was once set on which these corpora- 
tions might be heard, but that they declined to 
avail themselves of the opportunity, and that he 
does not see why there should be any further 
delay. Mr. Reagan, however, will feel com- 
pelled to suomit the request to a full Commit- 
tee, and of course will be governed by the Com- 
mittee. Reagan is of opinion that the intention of 
the railroad companies is to secure every possi- 
ble delay. He bas beard it intigaated that attor- 
ne ys represent the roads for the purpose of at- 
tempting to secure delay, their fees being con- 
tingent upon success. If such a case could be 
definitly proved to Reagan, the latter says he 
would make it very uncomfortable for the attor- 
Hey, as he considers such conduct a discourtesy 
ta the Committee. 

TENDERED AN APPOINTMENT.

When the German Emperor last returned 
from Gast ien, the train paused for a moment at 
a little Voightland town, where the Emperor 
was welcomed with all the customary demon- 
strations. The Burgomaster suddenly remem- 
bered that he had seena bouquet in a vase upon 
the buffet of the waiting-room, and was in- 
spired by a genial thought. He rushed to the 
buffet, seized hold of the bouquet in spite of 
the eager protests of the head-waiter, and pre- 
sented it with a neat and brief speech to the be- 
loved ruler of the German people. The whole 
episode was the work of a few seconds. 

When the train again started the Emperor 
looked more closely at bis gift, and while ad- 
miring the tres flowers he came upon an orna- 
mental card in the centre of the nosegay, on 
which was written the mysterious jagcription, 
„Petzold seinem Chel’’—“Petzdld to hi 
Chief.” The Kaiser knew that he, the receiver 
of the magnificent bouquet, was the chef or 
chief of the German Empire and of all its citi- 
zens; but who in the world was “ Petzold’’? 
Was it the surname of the busy burgomaster? 
Had he so high a conception of the dignity of 
a Mayor that he thought he might fitly omit his 
Christian name and official title when offering 
a gift to his fellow in public office, the Em- 
peror? The solution came from the King of 
Saxony. The Emperor, says a Dresden paper, 
told the latter of the mysterious riddle which 
had puzzled him vn his journey— Who is 
Petzold?” 'The King made inquiries, and it 
turned out that Petzold was the surname of the 
head-waiter of the station, that the day on 
which the Emperor stayed there was the dirt h- 
day of Petzold’s employer, and that the bou- 
quet was a birthday present which the head- 
waiter purposed to give him. 

An Ambitious Soldier, 
London Life. 

News comes to us of a desperate conspiracy 
in one of the smaller European States, con- 
spiracy which was followed by the prompt and 
stern repression, and by the instant dismissal 
of the Commander-in-Chief, who, it appears, 
was the chief couspirator. Commandant Mal- 
peli was Generalissimo of the national army of 
San Marino, and it appears that this distin- 
Cuisbed officer, tired of the enforced inaction 
to which he is condemned by the small place 
that the Republic of San Marino holds in the 
councils of Europe, conspired with several oth- 
er persons to get up gambling tabies, like those 
at Monaco. Such things might exist in a prin- 
cipality, but were not to be tolerated in a virtu- 
ous Republic; so the Grand Sovereign Council 
assembled in solemn conclave and dismissed 
the General for conspirmg with foreigners.

THE LAST CHANCE. 

Los Pos Agunor, Col., Dec. W, vie Laks 
City, Col., Dee. 30.—The Commission adjourned 
yesterday to meet on the 20th last., at Clint’s 
Ranche at Cimarron River, twenty-five miles 
southeast of the Agency, there to await the ar- 
rival of the prisoners. Gen. Hateh and escort 
left this morning at 4 o'clock in a drizzling rain. 
The five days’ extension expires ou the th inst., 
and if all the lodians demanded by the Commis- 
sion are not surrendered at that date the peace 
negotiations will end. Alt or none “ were 
the . parting words of Gen. Hatch to 
Ouray as he left the Commissiop-rooms yester- 
day for his ranche to bold the final Indian Coun- 
cil, which ere this has decided the fate of the 
Ute nation. 

Oursy fully realizes the situation, and knows 
that the ultimatum of the Commission is the 
demand of the Nation, and it not complied witn 
the Utes must go. The surrender of the prison- 
ersis very doubtful. Chief Guero, second to 
Ouray, being a medicine man, has a large fol- 
lowing, and he has done more than all others to 
hinder the Commission trom aceomplishing its 
work. He is in favor of war, and at the time of 
the White River troubles wanted to massacre the 
people living on the Gunnison, and was only 
restrained by Ouray. If the Wer Department 
takes charge of the Utes, and troops are or- 
dered in, they must come quickly, or the Los 
Pinos Agency may prove a second White River 
affair.

Gen. Hatch has been very patient, and, if suo- 
cessful, will be the first to have effected the 
peaceable surrender of Indtau prisoners, and he 
certainly deserves some recognition from the 
President and Congress for his services as Pres- 
ident of the Ute Commission, 


— 
COMMISSIONER HA xx. 
Special Disnaich to The Trioune. 

WasuninoTon, D. C., Dec. 30.—Mr. Hayt,Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, to-day expressed 
serious apprehensions as to the Indian situa- 
tion, He admitted it was very probable that 
the Peace Commission was a failure, but he be- 
lieved it had failed only for the reason that 
there had deen delay. “If,” said Mr. Hayt, 
“the Commussion had been able to act with 
promptness, there ts reason to believe it would 
have been successful. The delay has given the 
Indians opportunity to learn the strong oppo- 
sition to them on the part of the miners, so 
that the Indians have concluded that a sur- 
render of the Utes responsible for the mas- 
sacre would not prevent the ultimate extinc- 
uon of the Ute tribe, and they prefer to stand 
or fall together.“ Mr. Hayt does not think 
Gen. Hatch or bis associates are in danger. and 
says everything relating to Indian matters 
which comes from Colorado is highly colored 
on account of the intense hostility of the pso- 
ple there to the Indians. 


CABINET COUNCIL. 
Special Inepatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Dec. 30.—At the Cabi- 
net meeting this afternoon the Ute question 
was discussed by Secretaries Schurz and Ram- 
sey. Mr. Schurz reada number of dispatches 
from Gen. Hatch, all of which have been pub- 
lished. Secretary Ramsey submitted the views 
of Gens. Sherman and Sheridan, both of whom 
see no immediate danger to Hatch. The gen- 
eral feeling of members of the Cabinet was 
that the intelligence from the Indian country is 
not sufficient to warrant the belief that pending 
negotiations have failed. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasumdrox, D. C., Dec. 30.—At the Cabinet 
meeting this afternoon there was quite a discus- 
sion of Ute affairs. Secretary Scharz submit- 
ted several dispatches which he received the 
night before last. They contained no further 
details than have already been given. The in- 
formation in the possession of the Government, 
however, is ofa somewhat different character 
than that received by the President. There is 
nothing in this official information to show that 
the Ute Commission has been a failure, and 
nothing to indicate that Gen. Hatch and his 
party are in any danger from the Indians. Steps 
have, however, been taken to protect the party 
in case there should be any attack upon them. 
It was agreed that the friendly Southern Ute 
Chiefs about whom Gen. Hatch has telegraphed 
should be brought on to Wasbington. 


SCHURZ TO HATCH. 
Wasuineror, D. C., Dec. 30.—In accordance 
with the decision arrived at in the Cabinet 
meeting this afternoon, Secretary Schurz tele- 
graphed Gen. Hatch to-night that the friendly 
Southern Ute Chiefs may be brought to Wasb- 


ington. 

The Secretary does not think there is any 
reason for apprehension with regard to the 
safety of Gen. Hatch and his companions, and 
this view of the situation was also taken by the 
Secretary of War and Gen. Sherman at their in- 
terview. Gen. Sheridan, before leaving the city 
this afternoon, had an interview with Gen. Sher- 
man, when, from what can be learned, it was 
decided to make the best possible disposition of 
the troops in order to secure their immediate 
availability in case of any sudden emergency. 


AT HEADQUARTERS. 

Nothing is known at army headquarters con- 
cerning the Hatch Commission that has not 
already been publisned. The latest official in- 
formation is contained in a dispatch dated Fri- 
day, to the effect that Gen. Hatch would leave 
that day unless the Indians demanded by 
Ouray were surrendered at that time. It is 
supposed, in case of difficulty, that he will 
head for Fort Garland. Whatever the show is 
for another Indian war cannot be learned of the 
officers at headquarters, who are, as usual, dis- 
creetly non-commital on the subject.

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| MOSES BROOKS GOt ‘GOULD. | 


Funeral Services of the Victim to 
* Practical Joking. 


An Eloquent and Sympathetic Ad- 
dress by Dr. Gibson. 


The Remains Taken to Cincinnati for 
Interment, 


* 


The funeral of Moses Brooks Gould took 
place from the Palmer House yesterday after- 
noon, and the services were attended by about 
200 of his lady and gentlemen friends. The 
large perior was used, the coffia—known as a 
Stein royal casket, of chestnut, covered with 
broadcloth and velvet, and having silver orna- 
mente—being in the north end of the room, 
and resting on a catafalque. The plate had on 
it, Born June 28, 1850, Moses Brooks Gould, 
died Dec. 27, 1879.“ On the lid were two beau- 
tiful floral tributes,—a cross from George D. 
Wheaton and an anchor from T. 8. Kirkwood. 
At the foot, on a table, was a large, magnificent 
broken column of flowers, which was sent in 
by Gen. Waite, and at the head were 
a pillow, with Rest“ in the centre, from Watts 
Carver, anda pretty wreath from A. A. Man- 
ger. On a stand to the right were a small 
broken column of exquisite flowers, from John 
Roe, a cross, and a basket. On the left wasa 
large pillow, with “ Brooks in the middle, from 
J. & Armsby, S. P. Kaymond, H. J. Sawty, and 
W. 8. Knight; aleo a basket from Theodore J. 
Schneider. 

The services were began a little after 4 o’elock 
by the Second Presbyterian Quartet, whe sang 

Jesus, lover of my soul. 
Dr. Gibson. then i appropriate selections 
from the Scriptures, and, after ‘‘The Lord is my 
Shepherd had been sung, he made a brief ad- 
dress. 

The occasion he said, was one of those on 
which almost eilent sympathy would seem to be 
the most appropriate of all,—one of those 
sad occasions which had been so frequent 
in the world’s history, when we read that 
the Psalmist of old said, “I was dumb 
with silence. I held my lips even from good, 
and my sorrow was stirred.” He was 
sure that those present, in their sympathy with 
the dear frieuds who bad been visited 
with so great sorrow, felt somewhat 4s 
the Peaimist did. While his words should be 
few, surely it was appropriate that he look a 
little at the comforting side of such an 
event as this. Hedid not think it would be 
proper to dwell upon that which would only 
barrow up the feelings,—recall the sad details 
whieb all knew; be would rather seek to follow 
the exhortation of that beautifal passage of 
Scripture, ‘*Comfort ye my people.” He was 
sure on such an occasion there was a 

GREAT DEAL OF CONSOLATION,— 

both earthly consolation and heaven! 1 consola- 
tion. There was comfort, even so far as this 
life was concerned, in looking back ovet the 
past and thinking of their friend who had beeu 
so suddenly taken away = a. —thinking 
of the life he had le the good reeord 
he had left behind him, vo the place he had 
won in so many hearts, and the position he had 
taken in the community. He could not speak 
fully on this subject, because he could scarcely 
claim to have been bersoualty acquainted with 
him; but he was intimately acquainted with 
thany who knew him well, and he had often 
heard him spoken of, more particularly since 
the sad event, and every word had been a word 
of appreciation and of Kindness. Alli joined in 
feeling that a useful member of cociety had been 
taken away from among us, and that a dear, and 
loved, and valued friend had been taken from 
very many. He stood well in business 
circles, was highly appreciated in social circles, 
and there never lived a better or more affec- 
tionate son. It micht be sad,—it might even 
increase their sadness to remember all this, and 

et, at the same time, there was consolation 

n it, when we remembered what he had been, 
and reflected that, while the Lord bad taken 
away, the Lord had given; and it might be pos- 
sibie for us mn such circumstances as these to 
join with the Patriarch and say, The Lord 
gave, and the Lord bath taken away; biessed 
be the name of the Lord.“ This led us to think 


of the beavenly consolation. It was very 
haf to find comfort on tbis side at 
such a scene as this. We required tb 


look by faith within the veil and realize the 


things Which belonged to another world than 
this, and when we did so we did find the conso- 
lation that our hearts so much needed at such a 
time of sorrow as this. 

‘There was first, all through the Scriptures, 
the thought of the fatherhood of God. Not- 
withstanding there were so many things that 
seemed hard to reconcile with it, it was true 
that God was our father, and that he had a 
fatherly heart towards us; that lixe as a father 
pitieth his children, so the Lord pitieth them 
that fear him. And there vas

that our lives were in His hand. There were 
many that shrank from the very suggestion that 
the hand of God could in any manner be mani 
fest in an event of this kind. But, after all, 
what A. could we take if the hand of God 
were to be éntirely excluded from the darker 
events of life? After ail, these things that 
seemed so dark and mysterious now might be 
entirely different in the light of eternity,—might 
look very different from the other side of the 
grave. e rd knew the end from the be- 
giuning, and He had told us that our life was not 
bounded by the narrow limits in which we lived 
here, but we ane ternal life,—a life of the 
ages, for which this — — life was only a prep- 
aration. And, in connection with this, we have 
the thought that, in order to enter upon that 
other life, it was necessary that we pass throuch 
the great change of death. This morta: must 
put on immortality, this corruptible must put 
on incorruption; and we Were to constituted 
that that change could not take place in a Way 
that was altogether pleasant. Considering the 
manner of the decease of the friend who 
had been taken away, while it seemed 
specially mysterious and — 1 — 
and brought special sorrow to those left 
bind: to thourn his loss; yet, after ali, was 1 00 80 
specially bard for himself? If there was an- 
other life, as we believed, on which he had en- 
tered, was it, after all, a harder way of entering 
it than through the gate of ordinary sickness, 
attended as itoften was with such long-con- 
tinued pain and anguish? What seemed to us 
the saddest of all deaths might bave been the 
easiest of all so far as the deceased had been 
affected by it.. So we were not to be entirely 
guided by that which appeared. 

Bat this did not touch the present sorrow, 
did not lessen the loss, did not diminish the 
pain and anguish of parting; but had we no 
consolation there too! Had we not the assur- 

ance that not only were our lives in God’s hand, 
and He dealt with usin mercy and in love, but 
He came near us to comfort us in our sorrow? 
And he Was sure that the Lord, in the fullmess 
of His sympathy and love, would be near the 
bereaved family to console them under the se- 
vere affliction through which He was calling 
sy Ay pass. And here we had the great com-

of Himself which God had given in His Son, 
Jesus Christ the Savior. We can take to our-

A NEW CAR. 
THE SOUTH SIDE CUMPANY’S LAST. 

Everybody has exverienced the iusufferable 
annoyances and the inconveniences experienced 
owing tothe present system of architecture 
generally adopted by the street-car companies 
in the construction of their rolling-stock. At 
certain bours of the day people are jammed, 
jostled, and made miserable from the time they 
get on a car until th ent they get off. They 
are often wedged between damp umbrellas and 
distressingly near moist ulsters, particularly 
choice corns have a bard time of it, and passen- 
gers are frequently upon the verge of _ suffoca- 
tion owing to the proximity of a breath redolent 
of bad cigars and forty-rod whisky. Wonderful 
improvements have been made and are contin- 
ually being brought out in the architecture of 
our steam-cars, but little has been done in the 
way of adding to the comfort ef street-car trav- 
elers, and the man who designs something by 
means of which the abominations alluded to can 
be swept away is nothing less than a public 
benefactor. That man is Mr. A. W. leston, 
the Master Mechanic of the Chicago lway 
Company's Works. Mr. C. B. Holmes, the Su- 
perintendent, anxious to see some substantial 
improvements in the methods of construction 
tending to the comfort of the passengers, placed 
the matter in Mr. Eggieston’s bands, and some- 
thing like a year ago be turned out a palace- 
eur, pow running on Indiana avenue, which has 


Monday car No. 313 was placed on the Wabash 
ang Cottage Grove line. Its beaaty, steadi- 
ness, and comfort bave caused much com- 
ment, flattering to the road and complimentary 
to Mr. Eggieston. This car, while constructed 
upon substantially the same plan as that run- 
ning on Indiana avenue, is au improvement iu 
many ways. The length of its bed is twenty 
feet; its platforms two and a half feet each; it 
seats thirty-two people comfortably; it is lit by 
three I. mos, and the illumination is brilliant 
enough to read small print easily. The interior 
presents a very pretty appearance. Taste and 
comfort are combined. Two people can sit on 
each seat, their faces being turned in the direc- 
tion in which the car is traveling. The seats 
are upholstered in red plush, the curtains are 
dark and manipulated by means of regular Pull- 
man springs; the entire roof is paneled in 
carmine wood, resembling maple in color; and 
the doors, sashes, seats, and sides of the car are 
finished in black walnut, maple, mahogany, ana 
French walnut. The lamps are nickelplated, 
the windows in the roof are of blue and white 
Class. and the windows in the sides during the 
summer can be taken out, thus turning the car 
into an open one. The passage-way running up 
the centre is wide and the space between the 
seats is ample. One of the first advantages oc- 
curring to a passenger is the smooth 
man ner in which the car travels. The incessant 
and fatiguing jolt of the general rolling-stock is 
completely obviated, This result is obtained 
by mounting the car on Higly ruoning-gear 
with heavy rubber springs, and one would sup- 
pose that its ease in traveling, although the car 
is heayier than that ordinarily seen, would make 
it really lighter for the horses. Tun TRIBUNE 
reporter tried to ascertain if the Company in- 
tended to adopt this style of car exclusively, 
but a decided answer could not be given. The 
say that if the public seem to take kindly to it 
very like duplicates will soon be placed on the 
road.

IRISH DESTITUTION. 
ONE OF THE EVICTED. 

Among the cases which came up before the 
Committee on Charities yesterday was one of 
some interest. Patrick Noonan, of M D, 
County Cork, Ireland, was evicted from his little 
holding a few months ago by the agent of aa 
absentee landiord. Pis cattle died, as he be- 
lieves from poison, and be was foolish enough 
to sign a note for a near relative, which of course 
was never met. He tell behind in bis rent, and 
as a natural consequence he was turved out of 
bis farm. Having a little independence left, he 
declined to sink into the condition of a bond- 
slave, and with bis wife and five children de 
started for the land of promise, having sold out 
at a sacrifice all that the rapacity of bis landlord 
bad spared. 

The family arrived in New York about a week 
ago. it was Noonan’s intention to go to Yank- 
ton, D. IT., but in New York he fell foul of a 
swindler Who robbed him of nearly all his lit- 
Three days ago the family struck 
They lay around pn 
benches in a railroad depot until the few pro- 
visions they had gave out, and then Noonan 
went forth to seek relief. The man seems a 
strong, hard-working farmer, and it is pitiful to 
think of the mental struggles he must have un- 
dergone before he could bring himself to the 
asking of charity. Finally he told his story to 
a gentieman who represented the case to the 
committee baying charge of the coilection of 
funds for the distressed Irish agriculturiste, 
as it did not come within their jurisdic- 
tion, he sought help elsewhere. 

In the afternoon Noonan came before the 
Committee on Charities, but as he was not 
properly acharge on Cook County that body 
could do nothing. The members, bowever, 
chipped-in and subscribed $7 or $8 to buy some 
provisions for his family, and Deputs-Sheriff 
Burke and Capt. McGrath arranged for the pur- 
ebase of tickets at redueed rates for the unfor- 
tunate immigrants, who will start to-day for 
their destination. Noonan has friends in or 
near Yankton, and if be can succeed in reaching 
that point he will be all rig ht.

Under the Mistletoe.

Curcaao, Dec. 29.—In your issue of the Ast 
inst. in closing your article upon Xmas you say, 
Let the yule log burn; the maidens pass un- 
der the mistietoe, etc.“ Will you kindly tell 
us in your ‘* Voice to the People“ what is the 
origin of kissing under the mistletoe? Webster 
is not satisfactory. Also the origin of old 
Xmas-Day, and oblige a party of ten. 

PROXY. 

(It was a long time before Christmas-Day was 
settled on the 25th of December, or in Decem- 
ber at all. It was probably put there because 
the Romans bad long celebrated at the close of 
the year a festival known as the Saturnalia, and 
it was deemed best, owing to the difficulty of 
rooting out such popular celebrations, to Chris- 
tianize them by connecting them with so prom- 
inept apn event in the Christian faith. 
As for the origin of kissing under the mistletoe, 
it is hard to tell. It extends back, perhaps, into 
Pagan times. The Druids held the mistletoe ia 
reverence, and it was from a spear made of mis- 
tletoe wood that the god Balder was slain, and 
his death may in some way have been connected 
with the ceremony. One Christian theory of it 
is that the mistletoe is symbolical of the tree. in 
Paradise which bore the forbidden fruit. But 
just why, orin what way, the kissing practice 
came in vogue, it is now impossible to tell. ] 


Napoleon Bonaparte. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaao, Dec. 30.—Other engagements have 
prevented me from commenting somewhat upon 
„ Revelations of the Private Life of Napoleon 
Bornaparte by Mme. de Remusat,” as recently 
noticed in Tus Inox, in which her sim 
seems to have been to set forth all his vices but 
none of his virtues. ‘“Dirt-flingmg’’ against 
Napoleon may be congenial exercise for a 
French Madame, and may be popular at present 
in the purlieus of Paris. It may also be wel- 
come in England, where he bas ever been bated, 
because once formidable. These, and like state- 
ments, however, even if all true, reiatively,com- 
pared with the other monarchs of Europe, can- 
not materially injure the character of Napoleon, 
but must tend to render it the brighter and the 
more magnanimous in contrast and in compari- 
son. Like the amber, which, the more it is 
pounded, the more fragrant it becomes, so 
the aracter of the great Napoleon, 
the more it is rightfully criticised and 
brought to light, the more. noble it appears. He 
did not, like one of the Roman Emperors, 


gallant, on a wager, one hundred women in 
twenty days, as related by Gibbon; nor did be, 
like Louis XIV. (we. Grand Monarch), shame 
even Paris with bis amours, as related by Miss 
Pardoe. Nor did he, like Henry VIII., divorce 
and behead a half dozen wives, as related in 
grave English history. Nor vet did he put 
away Josephene roughly. as George IV. did 
Queen Carvline. He gave to Josephine the 
beautiful palace of Malmaison, with the title of 
Empress Queen Dowager, and with a dowry 
amounting to $100,000 perannum. Never be- 
fore, though history is full of such instances, for 
issue and for succession, was such an act done so 
royally. 

Again, much vituperation has been vented 
against Napoleon through the alfair of the Due 
de Engbien. Compare it, if you will, with the 
executions of Sir Thoras More, Sir Walter 
Kawleigh, and of Lady Jane Grey! And other 
numerous instances which sbame English hi«- 
9 Napoleon has been blamed for his con- 
scriptions and the destruetion of bumanity. 
Humanity iu all stages of progress, in all nis- 
tory, bas been about the cheapest commodity iu 
the market. When staked against power or 
principle it seems to have Had no appreciable 
value. Have not the sovereigns of Eurove de- 
stroyed men—I beg vardon, sutyjects? Destruc- 
tion is inevitable. You cannot build a temple 
without destroying in so much the quarry and 
the forest. You cannot change, regulate, or 
revolutionize anything in Governments 
or. mechanism without this inevitable 
result. The present status of religion, 
particularly Romanism, has shed more 
blood, and destroyed more humanity, than, 
probably, it has ever saved. It might be well, 
moreover, to consider who and what Napoleon 
had to contend against. When a man happens 
to be engaged in a struggle for his life he is not 
apt to measure his meaus of defense very 
closely, nor with the moral yard-stick; aud cold 
criticism, after the struggle is over, may blame 
the party who was disliked in the beginning; 
but such criticism is not praiseworthy, nor is it 
honest. Itis only because it was done by Na- 
poleon, and pot by one of the lineal Kings who 
assumed to reign, Dei Gracia, which their sub- 
jects seemed really to believe unti! Napoleon 
undeceived them. 

This French Madame may gain laurels by 
tuch writings, but not of the lasting kind. She 
writes zol the then, next to Julius Cesar. 
“foremost man of all this world,“ as only co- 
equal, plain Mr. Bonaparte, to be criticised 
simply as such, not seeming to think that such 

verile things must reflect back upon her own 

hbaracfer, if she has any character to reflect 
back upon. 

These Royal amours or fashionable vices have 
ever be the especial prerogative of Kings. 
Their subjects have almost welcomed rumors of 
them, tedring less austerity and deeper vices. 


uch Royal loves have originated. The amour 
of King David with Uriah’s wife gave to the 
world the wise Solomon, and, through remote 
generations, the Savior. That of Henry with 
Anne Boleyn gave to England Queen Elizabeth. 
Both due most likely to the admixttre of the 
plebeian with the Royal blood. But in the 
amours of Louis the original stock seems to 
have been too poor to gtve to posterity any- 
thing valuable. He only changed the petite 
widow of the Poet Scaron into Mme. de Main- 
tenon. ‘The massacre of St. Bartholomew (Na- 

leon didn’t do that) had fixed Romanism and 
ourbonism as firmly upon France as they 
were aud are upon Italy and Spain; and France, 
presumably, would be like them had it not 
been for the advent of Napoleon, whose char- 
acter the Madame would villify with a few

prophesy that the lapse of a century would

They have a five-foot crevice and a pay 
streak of twenty-six inches, which runs all the 
way from four to twelve ounces of gold to the 
ton. ‘here are thirty or thirty-five gold mines 
in its immediate vicinity. About eight miles 
from Pitkin is Round Mountain, which stands 
by itself ina park, adjoining the Hot Springs. 
The pater in one is hot enough to cook pota- 
toes. Alongside of it is a cold spring. East of 
Pitkin, about eight miles, is what is called 
Granit Mountain. it contains * brittle silver,’ 
which runs very high. I have assayed the ore, 
and found it to run from seventy to 2,500 
ounces, and that at the top, too. Ihen there is 
Contact Mountain, composed of, carbonates and 
iron, and Galena Mountain, in which there are 
sixty or seventy holes from eignt to fifteen feet 
deep, and in every one is found galena;

THE CROPS. 


December Report of the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Dec. 30.—The December 
crop report of the Department of Agriculture 
states that the preliminary investigation points 
to an increase of 12 per cent in area sown in win- 
ter wheat. The only States reporting a decline 
are Alabama, Mississippi, and Arkansas, in 
which the united wheat area would not exceed 
that of some counties of the Northwest. All 
the other States show an increase, especially in 
spring wheat. In the Sts of the Northwest 
the winter wheat acre however, is small, 
and hence their increase, even of a very high 
ratio, does not add materially to the breadth 
sown in the country, but many large winoter- 
wheat States report a great enlargement. New 
York, West Virginia, Ohio, and Michigan, each 
7 per cent, Texas and Tennessee, 10; Kentucky 
aud Indiana, 14; Missouri, 16; Kaosas and Ore- 
gon, 20; and Illinois, 22 There are quite gen- 
eral complaints of the ravages of the Hessian 
flyin the eariy-sown crops, aud of drought, 
hindering the germination in that later sown. 
Yet the crops start out, on the whole, under 
prospects considerably above the éverage, espe- 
cially iu the large winter-wheat States. — 

Tobacco—Final returns have u sensibly 
changed the November estimate of this crop. 
The total product of the country is within a 
small percentage of that of 1878, the gain being 
chiefly in Kentucky, Tennessee, and Connecti- 
cut, and the most serious loss is in Ohio and 
Missouri. As a whole the quality is but slightly 
better than that of last year’s crop, although 
the improvement is quite marked in several 
States. ‘Ine total crop of 1879 is estimated at 
384,059,659. pounds, valued at $21.545,591, 
against 392,546,700 pounds, valued at $22,137,- 
428 ip 1878. 

Oats—Returns of this crop made Nov. 1 are 
contirmed by the report of this month. The 
total product of the country is estimated at 
364,253,0U0 bushels this year, against 413,578,000 
bushels in 1878. The price, as returned on the 
Ist of this month, averaged 33.2 cents per 
bushel, against 24.6 last year at the same time, 
making the total valuation tais year of 8120, 
855,000, against $101,945,000 in 1878. 

Potatoes— There is no change in the estimate 
of last month. With an increase of 3 per cent 
in acreage for this year, there is a yield of 
98 bushels per acre, — 69 bushels last year, 
and 94 bushels in 1877. ‘The total crop for the 
couutry is estimated at 181,369,000 bushels, 
which, at the price returned, 43.5 cents average, 
would make in round numbers $79,000,000, 
against the valuation last year of 873,050, 000. 

Winter rye— Ihe area in winter rye has fallen 
off about 3 per cent from last year. New Eu- 
gland, States north of the Onio River, and the 
Pacitic States equal or slightly enlarge their 
last year’s acreage. Texas is the only one of 
the Gulf States in which this crop is of suffi- 
cient importance to attract attention. It re- 
ports an iucrease of 19 percent. Other sections 
report a diminished breadth. The falling off in 
the Southern inland States is fully one-fifth. 
The condition of the crop is about the average 
on the whole, being above the averageina m 
jority of the States repost ing it. 

Hay—The day is about 10 per cent less 
than that of 1878. % Eogland and the Gult 
States have slightly d their product, but 
all the other sec edeclined. ‘The heavi- 
est loss is in 89 inland States, which, 
taken together, fallen off 27 percent. The 
drought in this bas tollen with especial 
severity upon crop. The same disas- 
trous influ am been felt in tne States north 
of the Ohio, W the loss is 20 per cent, and 
the South Atl States, where it amounts to 
17 per cent. The Middle States, the largest 
hay-producing région of the country, fall off 9 
ver cent. In the rematning sections the losses 
bave been much less, the Pacific States falling 
off but 1 per cent. ‘The average price of hay is 
about $9.24 per ton against $7.21 in 1878 The 
aggregate value will be over $325,000,000, against 
$235,543, 752 last year.

by no means so contented a frame of mind. 
They have learned that the new hands are tak- 
ing very kindiy to their work, and many of the 
expertse—the stickers aud trimmers, whose 
wages run from $3.50 to 35 a day—are beginning 
to be afraid that when they come to the deter- 
mination to resume work they will find men at 
their posts equally capable as themselves, and 
possibly quite willing to work at somewhat 
lower wages. It must be told that the striking 
butchers are fast losing the reputation for peace 
and quiet which they have earned by their 
conduct up to within the past couple 
of days. The determination not to inter- 
fere with the working non-Union men 
has been in many cases abandoned, and 
several cases of threatening and one or two of 
assault have to be recorded. The Union men 
are beginning to repair to the yards in strong 
force in the morning, and the non-Union men 
are frequeutly waylaid and strongty advised to 
go home, which in many casés they do without 
waiting for further intimation. Even at the 
packting-houses efforts are made to seduce the 
nou- Union men from their loyalty to their em- 
ployers. On Monday evening, too, the sticker 
who had been engaged by Fowler Brothers to 
replace their regular man, who was on strike, 
was set upou by seven strikers, threatened with 
revolvers, and beaten, while his companion, in 
making his eseape from the rufiians, fell and 
severely burt his left arm. The sticker’s name 
was Wiiliam Wetzel, and, though he is a power- 
ful fellow of over six feet in hignt, he has been 
so impressed with the warlike aspect of affairs 
at the vards that it was with greatest diffi- 
culty that Mr. McLaughlin, foreman of the 
killme department of the Anglo-American 
house, succeeded in dissuading him trom taking 
the earliest train for his home io Cleveland, O. 
The ex-sticker told his story to Tae Trisvas 
reporter as follows: 

„ vos shoost goin’ home py der dead blat- 
form, along mit Aaron Walker, ven seven 
schtrikers shoomp on me unt pud two revolv- 
ers at mein head. Dey ask me of | pin workin’

But by dint of persuasion and subtle appeals 
to the German’s latent manliness his courage 
got screwed up a little, and at last accounts he 
had half promised to, resume work in the 
morning. 

IT WAS GENBRALLY REPORTED 
by the men at work that the Union men were 
improving the evening hours by visiting the non- 
Union men at their boarding-houses, and en- 
deayoring, by mixed persuasions and insinua- 
tions of a threatening character, to make them 
abandon work. One of Armour’s men at work 
alone on the outside of the house reported that 
during the morning some of the Union men 
emploped in Hately’s packing-house next door 
amused themselves in their spare moments by 
calling him villainous names, and by drawing 
their bloody knives across their throats, as a

GRANT AND SHERMAN. 


A Pleasant Incident of the Phitadelphia 
Visit Pleasautly Described, 
Buffaio Express. 1 

It was mighty pleasant, as well as ingtructive, 
to hear Gen. Grant talk freely with a few 
friends last Tuesday evening in one of the many 
beautiful rooms of Mr. Childs’ hospitable man- 
sion. The honored guest was somewhat fa- 
tigued after his long ride in the 
great orocession of the day, and the 
business of shaking hands with the still faat- 
coming crowd of callers had become somewhat 
trksome. Seeing this, Mr. Childs considerately 
iook the General up-stairs, where he could have 
a smoke, and some favored ones were beckoned 
to follow. ‘The wearied man sank into a luxurt- 
ous chair, and witha sigh of relief lita cigar, 
his first that day, he said. Then they proceeded 
to draw him out, so to speak, and his talk 
soon turned upon Japan. Evidently our 
great General was captured in that in- 
teresting country. He told wonderful things 
about {ts little people, their amazing progress 
in what we so proudly call the arts of civiliza- 
tion, their charming amiability, their boundless 
hospitality, their bonesty and industry, the 
wise frugality of their modes of life, the true 
liberality of their laws, 5? their strange powers 
of personal endurance. ow well he talks,— 
this silent man! how much he bas seen! how 
closely he has observed! whispered thdse who 
listened. He was frequently interrupted by the 
coming in of friends who must see him, but re- 
turned to the subject of his own accord. 

By and by in came Gen. Sherman, on the point 
of returning to Washington, having been in 
Philadelphia but a few hours, just for a hasty 
meeting with his former chief. It was interest- 
ing to notice the striking. contrast in the man- 
ners of ourtwoheroes. In one respect they were 
alike. ‘They could call each other names with- 
out any handie. Probably no one but Gen. 
Sberman could address the illustrious ex-Presi- 
dent as oplaiua “Grant,” and but few 
could call the General simpiy Sherman.“ 
Otherwise the difference was very marked. 
Grant, so calm, quiet, earnest, impassive; Sher- 
man restiess, vivacious, mercurial, impulsive, 
The world knows how highly each esteems the 
other. Grant maintains that Sherman is the 
greatest military genius of the age. In refer- 
ence to one of the most important movements 
of the War, Sherman has said: Grant was 
richt and | was wrong.“ It was worth a long 
journey to see the two great Captains together; 
to watch them was an absorbing study.

THE BATCHELDER ESTATE. 

Emma J. Cox filed a bill yesterday in the Cir- 
euit Court against Lucinda and George F. 
Batebelder and Auna M. Batchelder, to set 
aside the will of the late Jonathan H. Batch- 
elder. She states the latter died July 31, 1879, 
leaving a wife and three children, of whom 
complainant was one, as his heirs at law, and 
also leaving an estate worth $50,000 or $75,000. 
His will was subsequently probated, and letters 
testamentary issued to Lucinda Batcbelder as 
executrix. By the will the testator’s whole es- 
tate was devised to the exeeutrix in trust until 
April, 1889, for the support of herself and 
the two children, George and Anna.

The Third Term—An Autt-Grant Movement. 
Phtiadevphia Record (Ind.). 

The Uniet¥ League of Philadephia, as a whole, 
is not for Gen. Grant as a third-term candidate; 
and some of the independent-thinking members 
have served notice on the more sta!wart of their 
fellows, that, if Grant is nominated by the Re- 
publicans in June next, their support cannot be 
expected. For some time past a quiet canvass 
has Deen made of the solid members of the or- 
ganization,—the business-men, and those who 
are in no way identified with politics, so far 
as officeholding or expectation of office is con- 
‘cerned. 2 

A self-appointed committee cf six bas been at 
work, and the result of their labors is such as 
to startle the thinking people. Une member bas 
obtained the sentiments of eighty of his fellow- 
members; and of these more than two-thirds, 
including some of the most prominent 
members, have declared themselves as decidedly 
opposed to a third term, for Gen. Grant. An- 
other member has learted that, of 100 whom 
he has personally talked with, about 80 per ceat 
are against the third-term movement. 

A number of meetings have been held within 
the past three weeks of the anti-third-termers, 
and they are prepared, in case a meeting should 
be called of the League to record the sentiment, 
of its members on the question, to come forward 
and produce arguments to show why Grant 
should not be nominated. Further than this, 
they declare themselves ready to meet the 
Grant party at any time; and, even should Abey 
fail to outvote them, bold that the fact of a re- 
spectable minority showing itself as against a 
third term would be sufficient warning to the 
politicians that it woula be hazardous to carry 
out their scheme for the renomination of the 
General. 

„Should Grant and Bayard be nominated,” 
said one of the leaders of the anti-third-term 
party, then we would almost to a man vote 
for Bayard.

„From what vou saw and experienced in that 
engagement, Lieutenant, is there eny room for 
the parallel which bas been attemp between 
Thornburgh and Custer as regards alleged reck-

None in the least. I was with Thornburgh 


all through the fight, was bis Adjutant, and 


had the best opportunities for observing things, 
and I am convinced beyond a doubt that 

HE MADB NO MISTAKES 
from first to last. It is true, as has been stated 
again and again, that he went into the engage- 
ment with his bands tied. And vet so careful 
was he that he had taken all the necessary pre- 
cautions with reference to the disposition of his 
men. His instructions were not to begin the at- 
tack, and am glad that he did not. 
Not that it would have made 
any difference in the final result,—for 
he was simply overpowered and outnumbered, 
—bot because, if be bad fired the first shot, a 
how! would have gove up from one end of the 
country to the other that be had brought on 
the troubd He felt this himself, and, with 
the knowledge that his bands were tied, took 
every porsible precaution 9’,ainst a surprise.

‘The fact is, that I tried on 
three several occasions to go out and secure- 
it, but was each time driven back by 
the indians fire. The first thing I did after 
Gen. Merritt came up and [bad shaken bands 
with him was to go out and get the body and 
bring it in.“ 

Did you go on with the command! 

“No. Lonly went as tar as Milk River, and 
then returned with the wounded and dis- 
mounted to Rawlins, and afterwards to Fort 
Russell, where I arrived aloug towards the 
latter part of November, and have remained 
there ever since.“ f 

Jou learned a good deal about the Utes iu 
your experience during the campaign?”’ 

„I knew a good deal of them before that, and 
our experience with them only served to con- 
firm it and to strengthen us ip our opinion that 
they ought to be properly dealt with by the 
Government.”’

White River Agency, they had to send to Fort 
Steele and Fort Russell, whereas had the troops 
been at the Agency the trouble would bave 
been nipped in the bud promptly and effectual- 
ly. Then, again, under the War Department 
there wonldn’t be such opportunities as at 
present exist whereby the Indians are cheated. 
Returns would have to be made from the Agéfht 
to the commanding officer, and from him to the 
higher authorities.“

That immunity, however, ap- 
pears an improbable contingency, and, the mo- 
ment the party-managers have persuaded them- 
selves of the fact, the nomination of Gen. Grant 
is sure to be acclaimed. Gen. Grant has in his 
favor a circumstance which the American poli- 
ticlaus seem commonly to consider rather 
against a candidate than for him. ‘Their ideal 
candidate is one they can keep in their pockets 
to the last moment,—a species of Grand-Lama 
whom the priests of political mysteries train by 
themselves an‘ for themselves. A Daniel Web- 
ster is not their choice; nor, perhaps, would 
ordinarily Gen. Grant be. Jno a crisis, however, 
like the present, when the Democrats have only 
been just repulsed, if repulsed at all, from the 
citadel in which they had effected a lodgment, 
Republican politicians are driven to have re- 
course toa candidate’s fame and popularity, 
trivial as they may bold such things to be. Gen. 
Grant is ap honest Republican by creed. But, 
if he is destined for President Hayes’ successor 
as well as predecessor, it will be that be is more 
than the nominee of a Republican caucus,— 
that be is the nominee of the American 
Nation. He committed flagrant errors as 
President; he was not sufficiently watchful 
that others did not drag the ential 
hovor into contact with equivocal associations; 
be remained too much of a soldier. But at the 
White House he had one supreme virtue: he was 
there the President, not of a party, but of the 
Nation. Englishmen are persuaded that, so long 
as American politics are National politics, they 
will be guided along a course which cavn >t bring 
Great Britain and the United States into col- 
lision. They fear only that when the ball is 
tossed to and fro between parties in the ani- 
mated manner habitual to the people, it may 
happen to strike s rs. They are anxious, 
above all things, for the maintenance of peace 
and good-will witn their kinsmen across the At- 
lantic. ith a statesman for President who has 
shown already that his first desire is to heal 
party-discords, Eogland would feel
